‘Tue Native States, the administration of which is dealt with in the reports 
under review, ure attached to the Divisions of Orissa and Chota Nagpur. The 
Commissioner of Clot Nagpur supervises the administration of the Seraikela 
and Kharsawan Political States. ‘The twenty-four Feudatory States of Orissa 
are now dealt with direct by a Political Agent who is subordinate to the 
Commissioner of Orissa und Superintendent of the Tributary Mahals. 

2. During the year 19C6-07, owing to the death of the Chiefs of Rebrakhol 
and Hindol and the abdication of the Chief of Keonjhar, Government 
undertook the administration of these three States. The other States under 
Government management ut the close of the yeat were Baramba, Boonai, 
Kalahandi, Nayagarh, Narsingpur, Milgiri, Pal Lahera and Kharsawan. 

3. On the whole, the history of the past year is one of progress and 
steady development. Much attention has been given to the various branches 
of administration. The reorganization of the Kalahandi and Bonai Police has 
been completed, and the forces of other States have been strengthened and 
improved, Criminal justice was, on the whole, carefully and adequately admi- 
nistered ; but in certain States greater dispatch in the disposal of cases is to 
be desired, In Jail administration some advance has been made. Four new 
jails have been built and many others enlarged; and new and useful forms of 
labour have been introduced. 

4, An interesting chapter of the Political Agent’s report deals with the 
management of the State forests. The Chiefs have begun to realize the great 
economic importance of these forests; and their increased interest is evidenced 
in the general strengthening of forest establishments and in the stricter 
enforcement of forest rules. Tho evil results of denudation are not confined 
to the Native States, but affect the neighbouring British districts, This 
circumstance has been emphasized by the recent floods in Orissa, There van be 
no doubt that these floods would have been less serious had the catchment area 
of the rivers which flow through Cuttack and Balasore been as well wooded 
as they were formerly. A proposal to appoint an officer to advise the Chiefs 
on the working of their forests and to control those of States under manage- 
mantis ao before the Government of India.

‘There was a brisk oxport trade in food-grains; and the consequent high ast :

Tho hist of the past year promises well for the 
future. Sir Andrew Fraser has visited the Patna State during the year, and 
the Sonpur, Boad, Athmalik, Narsinghpur, and Dhenkanal States since its close.

and the number of now houso-connections made during the year was 215, 
bringing the total number to 4,011, In Burdwan, where one portion of the town 
is served, the supply of water was abundant. The scheme for the extension of 
water-supply to the portion of the town lying on tho other side of the Banka 
river, which runs through the Municipality, is still under the consideration of 
the Commissioners, At Berhampore the administration of the water-works 
showed further improvement, and the cost of maintenance was reduced from 
Rs. 16,845 in 1905-06 to Rs, 13,297, which was more than met by the 
receipts from the water-rate. In sccordance with the orders passed in last 
year’s Resolution, tiie Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, made special enquiry 
in regard to the assertion that the introduction of the filtere wator-supply 
had produced no effect on the mortality of the town. Ho reports that there is 
no doubt that the supply of pure water has diminished the incidence of deaths 
from water-borne diseases, sueh as cholera, dysontery, otc., but that it has 
caused no a ‘iable reduction in the mortality from fever, nor is it likely to 
have such t until a proper drainage scheme is carried out, in order to 
off the large volume of waste water, which now sinks into the soil and tends 
to maintain thedamp and humid conditions so inimical to health, A com- 
prehensive scheme for the improvement of the drainage of the town is now 
under consideration. - 

27. Drainage (Rs. 8,40,639).—Tho expenditure rose by Rs, 1,81,635 under 
capital outlay and by Rs. 4,939 on account of maintenance charges, most of 
the increase under the former head being due to the constraction of drainage 
works for the southern foreshore area of the town of Howrah.

The exponditure on the maintenance of roads declined in 
the aggregate from Rs. 5,01,857 to Rs. 4,48,463, whilst there was a small 
increase under the head “Stores.” There was a decrease of Re. 28,874 at 
Howrah ; but it is reported that this is more apparent than real, as certain of the 
contractors did not submit their bills for road repairs in time to be paid 
during the year. Tho expenditure also declined largely in the prueba ise 
of Darjeeling (Re. 7,293), Bhagalpar (Re, 6,208), Azra (Its, 4236), Chapra 
(Ra. 8,724) and Gaya (Rs. 3,604). In Darjeeling the expenditure on roads 
was curtailed in view of the unsatisfactory condition of the Munici 
fmances. Delay in the collection of road metal accounts for the decline 
at Bhagalpur, while at Arrah the decrease is reported to have been due to 
the fact that certain roads had been metalled in the previous year. The 
decrease at Chapra is not explained. As regards Gaya, the Commissioner 
remarks that considering the requirements of the town and the general state 
of the roads, the drop in the expenditure is not satisfactory. 

35. Public Instructio (Ks. 1,41,472).—The outlay under this head rose 
hy Rs, 9,565. The expenditure on primary education amounted to Its, 80,317, 
which represents 3°18 per cent. of the ordinary income of the Municipalities, 
against 3 per cent. in 1905-06, As in the previous year, the porcentage was 
highest in the Orissa Division (4-1) and lowest in Burdwan (2°65), The low 
figure in the latter Division is due to the small percentage (1°6) of expenditure 
on primary education in the Howrah Municipality. Taking the Province 
as a whole the prescribed standard of 3°2 per cent. was almost attained. 

36. Loans,—Thirty Municipalities were in debt at the close of the year, 
and after excluding the sum of Rs, 1,11,339 on account of the accumulated 
balances of the Sinking Fund for the repayment of debentare loans, the total net 
indebtedness amounted to Rs 36,24,915. ‘The loan liabilites of Howrah alone 
amounted to Rs, 20,39,217. Five new loans were sanctioned during the year, 
The Howrah Municipality drew one lakh of rupees out of a newloan of 1} "lakh 
for widening the roads on which the electric tramways are to be laid, and also 
drew the second instalment of one lakh out af a previous loan made for 
drainage works, Darjeeling received Rs. 30,000 for the extension of electric 
lighting, and Rs. 15,000 for a fire-brigade and for the water-worke in the town. 
Ranchi obtained a loan of Rs. 11,000 for the construction of a gola in the 
municipal market, and Khirpai Rs. 1,000 for an office building. Titagarh 
drew the second instalment of Rs. 35,000 of the Joan sanctioned for drainage 
works, 

87. On the Slst March 1907 the total outstanding liabilities of the 
Municipalities on account of unpaid bills and unfinished works amounted to 
Rs. 1,84,020, against Rs. 1,51,101 in 1905-06, which was more than 226 per 
cent. of the closing balances and 6-5 per cent, of the current demand of the 
Municipalities coucerned, In 14 Municipalities the liabilities exceeded the 
closing balances: this is unsatisfactory, and more attention should be paid 
to the prompt payment of all liabilities as they fall dne. All the Munici- 

ities indel to Government, except the South Suburban and the Uttarpara 
unicipalities, paid the fixed instalments for the repayment of their loans. 
The Corporation of Calcutta have not yet been able to increase the supply 
of water from their mains to the former Municipality, and the Commis- 
sioners were consequently unable to levy the full amount of water-rate. At 
there was delay in completing the preparation of the drainage 
scheme for which a loan was obtained, and the money could not be uti 
the Commissioners, In both these cases the repayment of the principal was 
postponed by Government.

These figures are most 
satisfactory. ‘Tho revised valuation, which was completed at tho close of the 
year, raised the taxation from all sources by Rs, 2,183,000, and was carried out 
with great care in the face of considerable opposition and agitation, _ The 
objections raised against the revaluation have already been fully dealt with in 
this Government Resolution No. 1236T.—M., dated the 2nd October 1907. 
‘Phere can be no question that the value of 4 the holdings in the 
town has largely increased, and that many had n greatly undervalued 
ia the past. Howrah is a growing town, and it would have been impossible 
to meot tho rapidly-increasing demand for improved roads, sanitation, lighting 
and wrater-supp\y with a nearly stationary income.

More than a lakh has been spent on widening and 
improving roads, and nearly half-a-lakh on the construction of certain portions 
of the sanctioned drainage scheme which is being gradually carried out as funds 
permit; the number of lights has been increased, and tho conservancy staff has 
been strongthened. A third extension of ‘the wator-works, which is 
estimated to cost Rs, 42,064, has been sanctioned by Government since 
the close uf the year. Tho increase in the resources of the Committee 
expeeted from the now assessment will, it is hoped, lead to a higher standard 
of road maintenance and conservancy, the extension of the lighting and water- 
supply, the creation of new markets and public conveniences, and the comple- 
tion of the drainage of the town.

LOSSES. 
It is greatly to be doplored that the Indian Lion 
presented by His Bxoollency the Viceroy (Lord Ourzon) in 
April 1902 had to be destroyed. Although quite » young 
‘snimal it was found on its arrival to have been suffering from 
liver and bowel complaints, and Was very unsteady’ in ite 
movements. Indeed its symptoms generally wore strongly 
suggestive of disease of the spinal cord. Everything that 
could possibly be done to improve its Health and mitigate 
its sufferings was tried, but the animal never showed any 
sign of improvement. On the contrary, us it grew.in size 
its unsteady ataxio gait evidently became more and more 
painful to the animal, rendering it necessary to put an end 
to its miseries. A list of other losses is given under the

During the mouth of Septembrr the rainfall of the Provinee was below the 
average everywhere except in the districts of Bankura, Midnapore and 
Hooghly in South-West Bengal, Patna, Gaya, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga and 
Monghyr in Pibar, and Tlazaribagh, Manbhum and Singhbhum in Chota 
Nagpur. Bankura received (15 per ceut., Midnapore 110 per cent., Hooghly 
119 per cent., Patna 110 per cent., Gaya 15 per cent., Muzaffarpur 120 per 
cent., Darbhanga 118 per cent., Monghyr 149 per cent., Hazaribagh 118 per 
cent., Manbhum 131 per cont., and Singhbhum :53 per cent, in excess of the 
normal. 

In October the rainfall was in defect in all districts, the deficionoy 
averaging 75 per cent, in Orissa, 96 per cont. in Bihar, and 100 per cent. in 
Chota Nagpur. Tho highest rainfull was received at Puri, where only 2:35 
inches, or 32 per cent. of the average fall, was recorded. The Province 
received 89 per cent, of the normal, 

The South-West monsoon of 1907 was therefore not a generous one 
in Bengal. South-West Bengal received during the whole period 83 per cent. 
of the normal, Bihar 74 per cent., Orissa 105 per cent, and Chota Nagpur 
90:per cent.

(On an average of the five years ending 1905-06, the ares under sugarcane in the ters - 
tory to wich this forecast relates has ‘ropresented some 189 per cent of the total 
‘area under this crop in British India.) 


Character of the season—Up to the end of August the 
season was favourable and prospeéts were good. The short 
rainfall from September to November seriously affected the 
crop and in consequence the anticipations of the Preliminary 
Forecast have not been realized. 
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‘Arca planted —The total area is returned as 435,500 
acres aho00 acres more than last year and 3,400 acres 
short of the normal). There has been a considerable in- 
crease in the area sown in north Bihar due to the establish 
ment of several sugar factories and a decrease in the area 
sown in Lower Bengal. In South Bihar, Chota Nagpur and 
Orissa there has been no change. 

Outturn. district reports show that a crop of 98 

per cent. is anticipated in Darbhanga and the Sonthul Par- 
ganas; between 80 and 10 per cent. in Gaya, Champaran, 
Bhagalpur and Hazaribagh; between 70 and 80 per cent, 
in Burdwan, Patna, Muzuffarpore and Manbhum ; between 
60 and 70 in Shahabad, Saran and Purnea ; between 50 and 
60 in Benkura, Midnapur and Murshidabad. The area in the 
other districts is unimportant, According to the estimates 
of the District Officers the outturn for the Province amounts 
to 76 per cent, of a normal crop against 93 per cent. esti- 
mated in the Preliminary Forecast. The decrease is due to 
the unfavourable character of the weather. In many 
instances it seems to me that the District Officers have not 
given sufficient reasons for the decrease in their estimates 
and I would raise the total outturn for the Province to at 
least 85 per cent. of a normal crop. On this basis the prob- 
able gross outturn of cane gur at 22 cwts. per acre comes 
to 8,143,900 ewts. against 8,405,100 cwts. estimeted for last 
year. 
Other sources of Gur.—The total quantity of gur likely to 
be obtained from the juice of the date palm is estimated at 
1,457,236 cwts, and that from the palmyra palm at 21,346 
ewts. Tho totel quantity of raw sugar from all sources is, 
therefore, estimated at 9,622,482 ewts.

1. The report covers the period of five years ending the 31st March 1907. 
It was due to Government on the lst October 1907 and is reported to have 
been in fact ready before that date. Owing however to delays in the Press, 
it was not received by Government till the Ist December. “The report ix 
writtea by Mr. W. W. Hornell, Assistant Director, and is issued over his 
signature, The Lieutanant-Governor is, however, informed that every Chapter 
has been considered and passed by the Diroctor of Public Instruction, and that 
the views expressed in the report may pe taken to be Str. Earle’s own.

8. A scheme for the inerease of the number of Inspectors from 6 to 12 
and of Assistant Inspectors from 5 to 11, which received sanction during the year 
1906, had not been brought into force by the close of the period under review. 
It is hoped, however, that the necessary additional appointments will be made 
before tlie close of the year 1907-08. A considerable increase in the number of 
Deputy Inspectors and of Sub-Inspectors is also impending. It is tuo early to 
estimate the results of this general increase of the inspecting staff or of the 
provincialisation of the staff of Sub-Inspertors, which tovk place with effect from 
Ist January 1906, The existing staff is, however, admittedly inadequate ; and 
there can be no doubt that, ax the Director remarks, the demands made on 
inspecting officers increased considerably during the quinquennium under 
review. 

4. It is satisfactory to learn that during 1906-07 great interest was taken 
in Education by Executive and Judicial Officers, and that the value of that 
interest is unanimously testified toby the Inspectors. ‘This is a matter fo which 
the Lieutenant-Governor attaches greut importance ; and His Honour is glad to 
Jearn that the instructions issued on the subject by Government in 1905 haye 
borne fruit.

5. The whole course of Collegiate education has been affected by the 
passing of the Universities Act of 1904 and the promulgation of the revised 
regulations of the Calcutta University in Auguet 1906. ‘The question how far 
the reforms thus introduced are to be real is very largely one of funds, 
Heavy expenditure is needed in many directions for the proper development 
of Colleges according to the new ideals; and the means by which this expen- 
diture is to be met not only in the Government colleges, but in deserving 
institutions among the aided colleges, which have no resources of their own, 
is a problem of the utmost gravity. ‘lhe Director remarks that it is now for 
the Government Colleges to take the lead in shaping a better model for 
University educution ; but the funds available are insufficient todo more than 
ensure bare compliance with the regulations. There was a decrease of one 
college, aud of 1,354 students during the quinquennium under review; but 
expenditure increased during the same period by Rs. 1,17,692, the whole of 
which was borne by public funds; and the anuual cost per stident has risen 
from Rs, 124 in 1904-1905 to Rs. 166 in 1906-1907. As Mr, Earle remarks, 
while there is practically no limit to whet might be spent with advantage on 
education in its various branches, there is a distinct and practical limit to the 
resources which Government can make available. Jf the development of 
collegiate educstion is not to be delayed and hampered by sheer lack of: funds, it 
is absolutely necessary that assistance on a large scale should be forthcoming 
from the liberality of private individuals.

y 8. In his general remarks under this head the Director notices the 
immense importance of secondary education in the present stage of the develop- 
ment of the country, and raises the question whether, when University educa- 
tion is being reformed, it is mot necessary as a preliminary measure to 
examine the system of secondary education, and to cerry out in connection 
with it any changes which might appoar to he required. It is now too late to 
speculate as to what might have been ; but it seems to the Lieutenant-Governor 
to be obivious that reforin of colleges can be of little practical value without 
reform of the schools through which practically every college student must pass. 
The improvement of High Schools by the introduction of a school final 
examination, calculated to remove what the Director describes as the utter and 
radical unsoundvess of the present state of affairs by which secondary 
schools are mere cramming institutions for the University, and the institution 
of Government High Schools in every district, which may serve as niodels of 
what such schools should be, are reforms which are now under consideration 
and which are of the groatest importance. 

9. The unfitness of the great majority of teachers in secondary schools 
is generally admitted; and the dictum that efficieut schools are not possible 
without efficient teachers may be accepted as truism. The Director dwells 
specially on the necessity of trainmg as a factor in the ‘improvement of 
teaching in secondary schools. ‘he value of training may be freely admitted ;

14, The Licutenant-Goyernor looks in vain in the report now under 
consideration for any definite assurance that the work hitherto done by training

+ Honour cannot but feel that this is in great measure due to the fact that, while 
the importance of attracting the right class of teacher to these institutions, and 
of retaining sucl teachers permanently in the teaching profession, has always 
been acknowledged, the attainment of this object has not in practice been 
recognized as an essential preliminary to the opening of any training institu- 
tion, ‘The whole question of the training of teachers, from teachers of Englishy 
in secondary nti down to the gurus of primary schools, is now under 
revision; and the Lieutenant-Govornor earnestly trus's that this revision will be 
ourried out on such practical lines as will secure a real, if gradual, improvement 
in the qualifications of teachers of a!l grades, 

15, The above remarks apply speciully to the case of female teachers, 
There is abundant evidence in the report that the training classes of the various 
missions are turning out a good and constantly improving class of female 
teacher; but as the Director remarks, it is Hindu and Mahomedan teachers 
that are wanted; and without these the education of Indian girls and women 

_- must remain practically at a standstill. There is u nieionianly a demand for 
' properly qualified teachers. It may well be doubted, however, if the opening 
of training institutions will do much to meet this demand, since such institu- 
tions without students can do nothing, and the real difficulty is to at to 
them women of the class which can secure access to the houses of orthodox Hindus 

and Mahomedans. As the Education Commission have said in their report, 
many of the difficulties connected with female education would disappear it 
arrangements could be made for employing trained female teachers in their 

own villages; but the female teachers must first be fuund before they can be 

either trained or employed; and the finding of suitable candidates, and he, 
inducing of them to take up the profession of teaching and to undergo the 
“necessary training appours to be ail a matter of personal effort and influence.

Persian Thesiheat has steadily declined in popularity; while though the 
numbers in the Arabic Department have increased, its reputation has not, in 
the Principal’s opinion, been maintained, ‘The question as to how the teaching 
atthe Madrassa can be improved so as to constitute a training for public 
service as sound as a University course, but at the same time to give due 
prominence to those branches of study to. which Muhammaduns as a body attach 
importance, is now being considered by the Director in conference with leading 
reprasentatives of thar community.

This Government’s letter No. 1780T—R., dated the 26th te sae sppointin, 
Mr, Gupte to inquire and report on the present state of fisheries of the 
Evduttibe: 


The question of the possibility of improving and deysloping the fisheries 
in Bengal has, for some time, been under the consideration of Government. 
The fresh-water fisheries of the Province are very extensive. Not only are 
there numerous great rivers, lakes, jhils, and tanks, but, in the rains, the 
whole country may be regarded practically as a vast inland ese A The 
estuaries of the rivers and tidal ereeks in the Sundarbans are an additional 
source of fish supply; and there is also an extensive sea-board. In spite 
of these natural advantages, the supply of fish in this Province is quite 
unequal to the demand, and is far smaller than it, is in the British Isles, On 
the other hand, the demand for fish is greater than elsewhere. Comparatively 
few people eat meat, whereas, at least four-fifths of the population are fish- 
eaters. 1 ‘ish is specially necessary amongst a population whose principal food- 
is rice, 

2, Not only isthe supply of fish not.equal to, the demand, but there 
is reason to fear that it is actually diminishing, ‘This is due partly to the 
reclamation of yhi7e for cultivation and to the deterioration of tanks, and _partl 
to the wasteful destruction of breeding fish and fry, and the absence of 
Pict at artificial propagation. The. present eupply comes.almost entirely 
from inland fisheries, The magnificent fishing grounds in the estuaries 
and the open sea remain practically untouched. 

3, In order to ascertain what can be done to remedy this unsatisfactory 
state of ‘affairs, Mr. K. G. Gupta, then Member, Board of Revenue, was placed 
on special duty in August 1906, Mr, Why made extensive inquiries 
throughout the Province; and, in February 1907, he submitted a report show- 
ing the progress made up to that date in connection with this inquiry, Mr, 
Gupta pameceenty proceeded on six months’ leave, and, during this period, 
he was placed on special duty to study in Europe and America various import. 
ant questions connected with fishery administration, and especially, the 
measures which are there taken to improve, by artificial means, the natural 
supply of fish. The result of these inquiries is embodied in the report 

to his letter No. 59, dated the 27th January 1908. A copy of this 
report is now published for general information. The first report was published 
in the Caleutia Gazette of the 10th July 1907 with this Government's Notifica- 
tion No, 2228L.R., dated the 8th idem, 

4. It is unnecessary to repeat at length the information which Mr, Gupta 
has eollected. The former of his two reports contains a mass of useful 
information regarding the existing fisheries in Bengal, the castes engaged in 
fishing, the implements used by , and the varieties of fish which are caught. 
Mr, also discusses various ions connected with the carriage of 
fish to market, the curing of fish, and the measures to be adopted for preventing 


waste and with a view to artificial propagation, In his second report, 


SS oN to . Hiren 
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Mr. Gupta shows how much has been done in Kuropesn countries and in 
America to improve the fisheries, Amongst the many interesting facts 
mentioned by him may be instanced the introduction of the carp into the 
United States by the Fish Commission in 1877, The measures taken to this 
end have been so successful that the present annual sales of carp in the United 
States amount to over twenty million pounds, The shad and striped bass 
were formerly unknown on the Pacific coast. They were acclimatized at a 
comparatively small cost only a third of a century 9go, but by the end of 1906 
the total catchos exceeded thirty million pounds, In Canada the supply of 
shad has been groatly increased, in recent years, by artificial means, in 
spite of extended fishing operations and the curtailment of spawning grounds, 
In Bohemia the profits from fish culture, over a given area, are from two to 
three times as great as those from the cultivation of foodgrains, These illus- 
trations show clearly how much can be done if proper steps are taken. 

5. In his two reports, Mr. Gupta has made numerous recommendations. 

In the fresh-water fisheries, no new methods of capture ure needed, What is 
here required is artificial propagation coupled perhaps with a system of short 
close seasons and other protective measures. In the estuaries aud open sea, on 
the other hand, it is necessary for Government to lead the way, and to find out 
where the fish are to be found and how they should be caught and brought to 
market, Mr, Gupta’s recommendations are receiving the careful attention of 
tho Lieutenant-Governor. Some of them are of a tentative nature, and further 
inquiry is necessary before definite action is taken, It is, for example, not 
pit Soom where the Ailsa, or Indian shad, spawn; and, until this elementary 

has been ascertained, it is impossible to do anything to improve 
the supply beyond, it may be, enforcing the observance of x close season. 

Such a measure, however, will not be taken until after the public have been 
given an ample opportunity of expressing their opinion regarding it Arrange- 
ments have been made to obtain at once a steam trawler, with a view to 
carrying on the work of exploration and investigation in the Bay of Bengal. 
Jt is hoped by this means to ascertain where the more valuable bottom fish 
congregate, and where and at what seasons the shoals of migratory fish appear. 
Arrangements are also being made to commence an attempt at the artificial 
propagation by European methods of rahu, katla, and other members of the 
carp family in Bengal. In order to assist in this work and in other matters 
of a technicalnature, a fishery expert is being obtained from Amorica. It 
is repeat to send two young men, one to Europe and the other to America, 
to study fishery matters under naepetent teachers, 

_ 8. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to place on record hishigh apprecia- 
tion of the services rendered by Mr. Gupta in connection with this inquiry, 
and His Honour cannot but regret that his services are no longer available 
for the prosecution of the work which still remains to be done before an’ 
practical result can be expected. Sir Andrew Fraser has selected as hi 
successor, Mr. A Ahmad, lately Collector of Khulna; and he hopos that under 
his energetic guidance, the inquiries so successfully inaugurated may be made 
to yield rosults of great benefit to the people of this Province.

SECTION I.—COURSE OF TOUR. 


United States, 


I proceeded to England ou leave in April last, and while there was 
placed on special duty under the orders of the Secretary of State, R. and 8. 
No. 1181, dated the 15th May 1907, with effect feom the Slst May 1907. 
LT suiled for America on the following day and landed in New York on the 
Sth June ‘The same afternoon I paid a visit to the Aquarium : ¢ Castlegreon, 
which is the finest of its kind on the other side of the Atlantic. On the 9th 
I proceeded to Washington arriving there the same evening, and stayed there 
till the 12th. 1 was very kindly received by Dr. H. Smith, Deputy 
Commissiouer, United States Fishery Bureau, with whom I had several long 
conferences, and who drew up an itinerary of the places [ should visit for the 
yurpose of my investigation. He also furnished me with introductions to his 
Toast subordinates and placed me in full possession of all the information 
ayailable in his office. There is a smull aquarium attached to the building 
which [ visited, and also one of the six special railway cars maintained by the 
department for the transport of fry and “eyed” eggs. He took me to the 
carp ponds—now abandoned—where carp culture was successfully carried on 
since its introduction in 1878 until it was given up in 1896, The President, 
Mr, Roosevelt, was pleased to grant me an interview and received me very 


kindly, 

g Frem the 13th June to the ist July, the following places in the 
United States were visited. ~ 

Wythville (Virginia)—The Government hatch is close to a flag 
station about tour miles from the small town of Wythville, and is one of the 
oldest and largest of its kind for trout culture in the States. ‘There are elso 
several ponds devoted to the natural spawniug of carp, bream, bass, ctc., which 
do not submit to artificial stripping. The various processes of culture were 
explained by the Superintendent, and every pond was visited and studied. 

Jamestown vik Norfolk.—Vhe International Exposition was visited, the 
point of chief interest for me b:ing the portable aquarium of considerable size, 
which is maintained by the Bureau and transported from place to place where - 
exhibitions are held. 

Roebuck beach vid Fortress Monroa on the Chesapeake Bay.—We crossed ever 
from Jamestown on board the 8. 8. Fish hawk which is manned by the 
United States Navy, but works under the orders of the Commissioner of 
Fisheries. On the way I saw the working of pound nets of which there are 
many in the Bay. Roebuck beach is a few miles from the Fortress aud was 
reached by electric tramway, which, I may observe in passing, is to be seen 
not only in all the cities, but also in many roral areas, Mr. J, K. Foster, a 
waster fisherman, explained the methods of fishing and mentioned the fishes 
eaught in the Chesapeake Bay. Shad during the season and bluefish are 
abundant, and oyster, clam and other shell fish are plentiful. Ss 

New York.—1 passed through New York aguin on my way to Boston and 
spent several hours at the aquarium, 

Boston (Massachusetts),—\t is the lar, fishing port on the East Coast. 
The 'T wharf receives most of the ocean fixh, a great deal of which comes from 
Newfoundland, Labrador, ete.; all the risking is done by sailing schooners ; 
steam trawlers are practically unknown, there being ‘only one along the 
whole of the ‘East Const, and the principal node of fishing is with sot liner 
and hooks, Large quantities of fish are sept inland packed in ice, and some 
are frozen. Several cool stores were visited. Most of the States have their 
separate fish and game bureans.

3. I left Detroit on the 1st July, crossed the border and reached Ottawa 
on the 2nd. Next morning I visited the effice of the Dominion Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries where I was very kindly received by the Commissioner, 
Professer E. E. Prince, with whom 1 visited the hatchery, aquarium and 
museum. The following day was spent in obtaining information eager 
ing the working of the Department, and on the oth I proceeded to 
‘Toronto situated on Lake Ontario aud the capital of tho State of Ontario; 
there 1 was mainly occupied in studying the constitution of. the. Provin. 
cial Fishery Department and various questions connected. with the lake 
fisheries. | also saw a fishing village. I next visited Montreal where 
I gleaned some information regarding the trade in fish, and lastly Quebee 
from which latter place I sailed for Liverpool on the 12th, arriving in London 
on the 20th July. 


Continsnt of Europe. 


4, My Continental tour had {o be curtailed owing to my having to come 
back to India five weeks sooner than was intended, in view of my early 
return to London. ‘The proposed trip to Norway waa wholl given up. 
I left London early in August and spent the remainder of the month in visiting 
South Germany, Austria and France. In Gerinany I stayed a few days at 
Munich (capital. of Bavaria) where I received much assistance from Dr, Georg 
Surbeck, the Government expert associated with the Landes Fischerie Verein 
(Land Fish Association), Attached to the well equipped Veterinary College, 
there is a biological experimental laboratory which, crf a he carries on 





researches in fish food and fish diseases, the expert in charge of the latter being 
a lady. In the couneeted museum specimens are preserved better than I have 
seen anywhere else. Thev are kept in neat square glass cases, not in spirit, 
but in a solution of formalin and glycerine. The troat hatchery at davies 
"was visited, but asmy principal object was to observe carp culture I proceeded, 
by Wr. Surbeck’s direction, to’ a large establishment at the village of 
Sch Id; which is owned by Count Hoinstein ; and his local agents took 
me round the ponds, explained the processes and did their best to help mo in 
the iereetion at my inquiry.

the kindness of Herr Kottas, the local Manager of the proprietor of the estate, 
Prince Fiirst Schwarzenberg, | saw and learnt more of carp culture than I had 
done anywhere else. Leaving Austria, 1 went to Paris and thence to Bordeaux 
where | was disappointed with the Maritime Expositiou, but where I gathered 
some interesting information regarding the shad fishery of the Garrone. 


Great Britain. 


6. Returning to London on 3rd September I left again on the Cth on a visit 
to the East Const, At Hull and Grimsby, as well as in Aberdeen, 1 was great! 
impressed with the magnitude and importance of the trawling industry and 
much to-learn about deep sea fishing and salting and curing. On my way to 
Aberdeen’ I halted at Edinburgh and studied the constitution of the Scottish 
Fisheries Board. At Aberdeen the marine hatchery and laboratory were visited. 
The next place visited was Preston on the Laneshire Coast, the head-quarters 
of the largest fisheries’ district in England. The Superintendent, Ur. Traver 
Jenkins, furnished mo with details of the working of the Committes. He. also 
took me to Liverpool where we got on board the John Fell, a small steamer 
belonging to the Committee, and spent the day in fishing with a beam trawl. I 
returned to London on the Mth September, on whic date my deputation 
terminated. But before my departure from England I paid a visit to the 
aquarium and marin laboratory at Plymouth, both the best of their kind in 
Great Britain. 

7. I left Marseilles on the 4th October and arrived in Calcutta on the 
24th vid Colombo and Tuticorin.

8. The Fisheries of the United States may be 
General: broadly divided into the following classes :—

All the three classes of fisheries are of great extent and importance. As for 
the Great Lakes, which the United States shares with Canada, there is no other 
rt of the world which can present such a wide expanse of fresh water surface. 
‘he country also abounds in hill-streams and lakelets which afford excellent 
field for the pursuit of fish for sport, and to this end the States concerned as 
well as the Federal Government maintain numerous hatcheries, from which the 
waters are systematically replenished with trout, bass and other game fish, 
Excellent food fishes are yielded by all classes of fisheries. 

9, Inthe larger rivers, that fall into the sea, are found shad, salmon, herring, 
white pent yellow perch, ete., while the hill streams and other internal ‘waters 
abound in trout (brook, rainbow, é&c.) bass (20 or 40 species, peculiar to America), 
suckers, h; sunfish, otc, The Great Lakes supply white fish, lake herring, 
laketrout, pike perch, sturgeon, etc., besides carps in certain localities. Among 


the marine fishes the a are the Jollowings 

Cod, haddock, hake, pollock (coal), ousk (ling), -mackerel, seaherring, 
halibut, founder (American substitute for vole}, sourullot,bluotsh, drum, 
rock, scup,! smelt, snapper, squeteague, sword, etc. Enormous catches of 
manhaden (a kind of ) are made on the East Coast, ‘This fish is not 
eaten but is used largely for bait, and is conyerted into fertilizer. Hels 
shrimpa and lobsters are more or less plentiful, so aro crabs, Shell fish such as, 
oyster and clam are extensively eaten, and at the hotels and restaurants they 
form aa integral part of the daily fore, ‘The oyster beds are the largest and 
most valuable in the world.

“Tho fisheries of the United States exhibit a substantial inereaso from year to year 
and as a whole are in a flourishing condition, Their growth has resulted from the invasion 
of new fishing grounds, the increased abundance of fishes due to protection and artificial 
propaga'ion, the more active tion of the business in long-established lines, and the 
gretor utilization of product which until a comparatively reoont time were entirely dis- 
regarded or considered as of little economio value. ‘These factors have more than compen- 
TES Tor the dediine in some branchse owing 10 indiaoreot ‘idling ‘ar ta-the inevitable effect 
of civilization on certain kinds of animal life and on certain waters, 

“The value of the water products taken and sold by the United States fishermen in 1905 
was approximately § 56,250,000, and this sum is ox:Iusive of the very considerable fisheries 
of insular possessions and the immense quantities of fish taken for home coneumption and 
by sportsmen. In no other country are the commercial fehories more valuable as a wholo 
than in the United States, and in no country is the financial oondition of the fishing 
population better. The number of persons who make @ livelihood in this industry is about 
242,000, and tho capital invested excee Is $ 82,000,000. 

“'The most valoable of all the fishery products is the inthe output of which tho 
United States surpasses all other countries combined The erop of 1905 may be placed at 
82,000,000 bushels, with a market value § 15,760,000. ‘Tho most significant feature of 
‘the industry is the growing appreciation of the benefits of oyster culture and of the 
desirability of selling or lossing barren bottoms for oyster planting. Maoh yoar a larger 
proportion of the oyster crop is taken from cultivated grounds and the business is thus placed 
on @ moro recure It is estimated that in 190%, over 11,875,000 bushels, valued at 
$ 8,775,000 wero marketed from private grounds, ‘Virginia has recently assumed the 
first rank as an oyster-producing State, owing ohiefly to the more feria practice of oyster- 
farming, tho State's yield being now upward of 8,500,000 bushels, with a value to tho 
producers of § 3,260,000, 

“The great high-soa fisheries for cod, haddook, hake, halibut, mackerel, herring, and 
other well-known foud fishes have been fairly successful as a whole, and have ‘abeut 
$ 7,500,000. The take of mackerel was less than in any of the four Sonceiing, Jeers; the 
sudden decrease in the abundance of this fish, beginning in 1886 and continuing to the 
present time, is one of the most remarkable cases of this kind. Swordfish were probably

aecnascd opine: Beam trawls are almost unknown, and there is only 
one steam-trawler on the whole of the East Const. 
‘This trawler belongs to Boston. In the ocean fisheries the implements used 
are chiefly hand lines and set or trawl lines with which most of the cod _ 
class and flat fish are caught. Swordfish which are of great size and the 
flesh of which fetches a good price are harpooned, and during the season, 
16th June to 15th September, a few boats are specially fitted out for the 
pose The ewordfish follows shoals of mackerel and ifs presence is known 
yy the dorsal fin and the upper lobe of the tail which show on the surface and 
are seen by the look out-man from a distance, In the rivers and lakes are used 
gillnets, seines (some with purses) pound or trap nets and fykes. A fyke (ver- 
veux) is made up of a series of loops forming a drum with inverted cones 
inaide. It isa fixed net and used for all kinds of common fish in creeks and 
small streams. Lobsters and eels are caught in basket traps (pots) containin, 
bait. Carrier boats are seldom used, each fishing vessel returning home wit! 
its catch, Steamers are used in whale, oyster ard mauhaden fisheries; but as 
regards foodfish generally, fishing is done with sailing vessels. In recent 
years an increasing number of them is being provided with gasolene motors as 
an auxiliary to sail, Gasolene boats are of f to 50 horse-power, have a spoat 
of 7 to 11 knots and are easy to work, the mechanism being simple. ch 
charge of gasolene will carry about 75 miles in a small boat, 

15, Kocbuck beach,— At Roebuck beach (near Fortress Monroe) on the 
Chesapoake Bay, I got some interesting information 
regarding the local fishing from a master fisherman. 
He lives in a fine two storeyed house and owns a schooner-rigged gasolene 
vessel, 35 tons, two masted, together with two gasolene boats, one of 
which is a cance and the other a‘ fishing scow. He employs 12 to 20 men 
who wre paid wages and get 30 to 40 dollars a month each, besides 
board, Fishing is done with pound nets and hand lines, chiefly with the 
former, Pound nets are used throughout the year excepting during winter 
(December, January and February) when fishing of all kinds ceases there. 
The Bay is then th rough, the weter gets cold and the fish migrate 
further south. He fish throughout the year, In winter he gets his 
supplies by rail from Florida and South Carolina. He is a regular purveyor 
to hotels and other establishments, During the other nine months his own 
catches suffice for his requirements, He commenced businss on a small 
scald in 1883, ‘There are muny (30 or 40) master fishermen like him along 
the coast within a distance of 6 miles. He employs both white and 
coloured labour, and both are paid alike and mak ‘about equally well, 
This season he had 6 pound nets, Last year he had 9, He has taken as much 
a8 2,000 bushels (bushel = 70Ibs.) or, say, 1,750 maunds from a pound net at a 
time, but sometimes the catch does not exceed a bushel. A fair average catch 
is 15 to 26 bushels, ‘Three men can work a pound, The fish is takon up only 
once a day, Pounds extend to3 miles from shore and sometimes even more. 
‘The greatest depth gone to is abont 24 feet for which 40 feet pales are required. 
Tn some places the neath reached is 40 feet requiring poles of 60 fest. ‘Chere 
is no seining, but seines are used for hauling in impounded fish.

A big schooner may be 
160 to 170 tons, but the usual size for the larger vessels is 100 to 125 tons. 
The crew varies from 12 to 20 according to the class of fishing. The vessels 
now seldom have more than two masts, The Gloucester and.Boston fishermen 
bring their catches salted or in iee, never alive. But some fishermen from New 
York and Connecticut bring the fish alive in wells, especially when intended 
for the New York market. 

Fishermen often use a pocket—a kind of twine bag—for keeping fish alive 
and selling when there is a good demand. The pockets are immersed and 
kept in position by stakes or anchors. 

17. Bosfon.— Boston is the largest port for sea-fish on the East Coast. To 

look after their common interests the wholesale 

Bray oe biting, dealers have a private corporation, named the 

Boston Fish Bureau, in which 70 firms are represented. The subseription is 

60 dollars a year. The secretary also supplies statistics to the Government 

Bureau of Fisheries. Most of the ocean fish is brought to the T. wharf which 
on a busy morning presents a very lively scene. 

Tho big fishing vessels are owned by private individuals. Sometimes a 
vessel is the joint property of several men, and occasionally one man has more 
than one vessel. ‘The owners are generally dealers and merchants and do not 
fish themselves. ‘They employ crews. Of the total catch the owner gets one- 
fourth, the crew dividing the rest after the ice, bait and food are paid for. 
‘The ciew sell their share to whomsoever they please and are not bound to sell 
to the owner. The big vessels make three trips in a month, visiting the coasts 
of Newfoundland, ete, 

‘The size of an ordinary fishing schooner is 75 to 125 tons, cost 5,000 to 
15,000 dollars. Crow, 10 to 23 men, ‘The vessels chiefly use line trawls with 
which the cod class and halibut: are caught. The eatch is all brought in ice in 
pens. ‘I'be vessels always take in a quantity of ground ice when going out. 

in Boston harbour a number of Toians carry on fishing in small dories. 
They often live in them, sometimes with their families. ‘They seldon yenture 
out poy fer. Sed of the boats have lene motors. 

n Boston thero are.some 40 wholesale firms of fishmongers, 30 firms for 
beta and some ap ions for lobster. eee 
here arc several large cool stores) in the city, refrigerating being done 
by ammonia on a large scule. Some firms suppl: pee jes Bs cooling 
re transmitted through pipes, 80 that any Tioae may have a cool room. 
‘rogen ineat, fish, poultry, butter, fruity, etc,, are stored in the warehouses. The 
firms not own any of the goods but simply find storage accommodation for 
which they charge rent. 

18. | Cloucester.—Glonoester is also a very lurgo fishing port and is the 
centre of the drying and curing trade. Thegreat curing firms own fleets of 
their own for catching fish, and also buy fish in the open market,

There Are some 350 schooners and 60 to 100 smull boats engaged in 
pe ‘Their crews number 4,000 to 6,000 men, Some of the boats are owned 
by indopendent fishormen The schooners vary in size from 50°to 150 tons, 
average 110 tons; number of crew 13 to 24, average 18. Each schooner carries 
8to10 dories. Each dory has 4 trawl lines A trawl line has some 500 
hooks hanging from it about 30 inches apart, For fi the trawl line is 
spread out, its two ends being secured and eau in position by two barrels or 
bu attached to which are two perpendicular lines fixed to the bottom by 
anchors. Tho buoy lines vary in length according to the depth of the water 
and are sometimes 400 fathoms. ieee] is carried on throughout the year. 
‘The vessels go out to Newfoundland, George’s Bank and Grand Bank and 
a trip may last from one day to four or five months. One hundred and eighty 
thonsand pounds would be considered a good average catch for a trip for a 
large schooner. 
The annual valae of the fish trade of eeerett is estimated at $10,000,000. 
Most of the in-shore fishing along the Massachusetts coast is done with 
pound nets, but seines are used for mackerel and manhaden, and gill nets for 
shad and hersing. Mackerel apn oe important on the coast. It begins 
about Ist April and ends about Ist ember. Some 100 vessels, of which 
about 20 are steamers, are employed in this fishing. The others are schooners, 
more than 26 per cent. of which are provided with motor power, size 50 to 
150 tons, average 80 to 100 tons. They do not go very far out but keep 
close to the coast. Mackerel is caught in small boats also. The schooners 
and steamers carry seine boats which aro larger than dories: The length of 
a seine net ix 1,200 feet and it is 70 fect deep. Two boats are required for 
working a seine and the net is hauled from the big vessel. 
19. Dotroit.—Detroit is one of the large fishing towns onthe Great Lakes. 
¥ Tae The famous St. Clair flats are a few miles distant. 
Mishlag ty Greet Lakes They are considered the Venice of the United 
States and abound in hotels and villas patronized chiefly by anglers. The 
scenery is very beautiful, there are numerous islands, and the water is clear 
and of a light blue colour. 
‘The instruments of fishing in the Great Lakes are— 


(1) Gill nets—for white fish and lake trout, lake herring and some 
comrse fish, The fish are found on reefs, some of which are 
right in the middle of the lakes. Length 75 to 200 yards, 
depth 15 to 80 feet, 

(2) Pound nets—chiefly for white fish, lake herring, and pike perch, 
set near the shore. Lake trout does not come to the mae, 

(3) Seines—for white fish, carp, perch, suckers, catfish, etc. 


Herrings are plentiful in Lake Erie. Sturgeon is caught by line trawls, 
otherwise they are seldom uged in the lakes. 

There are no drift nots as there is no tide. 

The yessels in use are 0 to 150 feet long and of 50 to 200 
tons) and smaller boats most-of which have gasolene motors. A few sailing 
boats are also in use. The tugs and boats do not take out any ice as they 
return the same day with their catches. In the hot weather it is usual for 
all boats to carry some ice. In tugs the fish are cleaned and the offal is taken 
out. On. arrival the fish is at once taken {o the packing house aud packed in 
ice for despatch. ‘T'here are several fishing hamlets on the St. Olair river. The 
men go out in rowing boats and fish only with hand lines. They catch pike 
Perchand grass pike. ‘The retail price on the spot is 12 cents a pound or 12 annas 
aseor, In winter when the river is frozen and lines cannot be used the 
fish are spearod. A hole about 2 feet square is made in the ice and a littlo 
cover placed over it. The man lets down apiece of tin or aluminium by a 
string which he holds one hand, and when the fish makes a grab at it he 
Spears the fish with the other hand, 

ee boats that, fish in the lakes are variously owned. As 2 rule the vessel 
and outfit belong to individual fishermen, some of whom possess more than ono 
Yessel, Some are held by companies who pay wages to tho captain and crew, 
There is no systom of payment by shares.

22. Montreal—One cf the large firms of curers and fish mongers of | 
Montreal and St. John employs a fleet of sailing boats for catching fish on tho 
East Coast. A tender goes round to the fishing grounds and collects the catches. 
Fishing is done with line trawls (each with about 1,500 hooks’. Gasolene 
engines, 3 to 3 horse-power, are used as an auxiliary plant in duries to enable 
fishermen to get to thoir trawls quickly, Some of the fishermen have their own 
boats, but most of the boats are Biied by the firm. The fishermen sell all their 
catches to the firm at a price fixed fron, time to time for one month or more. 
‘The men are generally poor, and when they possess boats they want advances 
to fit them out. In July and August it is necessary to use ice and the boats are 

“supplied from the firm’s ice factory. Cod, haddock and halibut are the

strangled. The former pete nets or weirs) consist of a “leader” which 
obstructs tho fish and leads them into a staked enclosure, out of which, on account 
of the urrangoment of partitions, they do not readily escape. Pounds of wickor 
work or brush are used in New Brunswick and Nova Scotia for taking sardines, 
herring and mackerel. Swing nets and other forms of stake. nets are used for 
salmon, ete., and instead of impounding they gill the fish, but the hoop net (or 
Verveux) are perhaps the most widely used for taking the inferior kinds of fish, 
cat fish, suckers, perch and the like. The hoop eye the form of a funnel 
held open by a series of erect wooden hoops and set in creeks and in-shore 
waters. A special form of trap or weir is used for taking eels. ‘I'he eeine 
is a most effective net, but on account of its destructive nature, its use has been 
discouraged. To the extensive use of seines in former years is attributed 
the serious decline in some localitizs of once prolific fisheries. Scoop vets 
and bag nets are used for taking sinelts, strij bass and shad. They are 
successfully used through the ioe, in winter, taking immense quantities of fish, 
carried in with the tide, as the smelt, or when lying torpid like the striped bass. 
As regards the sea fisheries, the chief implements used are long line and 
hand line and traps for lobster.

28. There is a considerable amount of shad fishing near Bordeaux. The 
alose or shad (clupea alosa) go up the Garrone and 
Aiderioe had Satlogs Gironde from ‘March to July when they are in 
roe. It is not known where they spawn and no fry or young ones have 
ever been seen, ‘They come up in schools; there is no law preventing 
their capture in other seasons, but they are not then found. ‘There is 
very little salmon, but there are some preys, also large eels, chiefly in 
November. There are a good many fishermen living on the banks, ‘The alose 
net has three folds, the two outer ones with large mesh of 50 centimeters and 
the inner one with smaller mesh of 12 centimeters.

The 
lines to which the net is attached are 9 or 10 metres long and are both held by 
the same man from the boat. One of the master fishermen, who was 
questioned onthe subject, declared that alose did not spawn in the river and 
that neither he nor any of the other fishermen had seen any alose fry.

30. Steam trawlers go everywhere—from Iceland to the Coast of Africa, 
‘The ‘peculiarity of trawling is that the more the 
bottom of the sea is scraped the more fish seem to 
come, for the supply seldom fails, especially in the North Sea where cortain 
well-known banks are full of flat fish. Hundreds of steam-trawlers are at work 
throughout the year, ey work in all weathers and are considered as life- 
boats, they are so safe. Steamers are now largely employed in herring fishin, 
also, as they aro so independent of the weather; each boat carriea 3 miles 
herring nets. ‘There are fast carrier steamers which go to the fishing flats 
and bring the catches to market, chiefly London, At Hull, St. Andrew's Dock 
with its long line of jetties is devoted to the fish trade. One firm, the Cargill

Steam Trawling Company, has a large fleot of steam-trawlers, ono of which, 
The Ottoman » carries 9 men including the engineers and captain, She 
is 112 feet long and 22 fect beam with a draught of 13 fect. She is 
100 tons and was built in 1891; 45 horse-power; speed 9 or 10 miles. She 
can stop out 16 or 17 days with her bunker coal. Curries 12 to 16 tons of 
crushed ice. Oatzhes all kinds of fish. The nets are of Manilla hemp; spread 
or breadth 132 feet, the bigger ones going up to 150 feet. 

‘The steamers now all use the otter trawl as distinguished from the beam 
trawl which it has replaced. ‘Ihe otter trawl was first introduced 10 or 12 
years ago. In an otter trawl the mouth is kept open by means of two boards 
attached to the two ends of the bottom lines, whereas in the case of beam trawls 
there dre no boards but the mouth is kept open by means of a horizontal beam. ° 
The two boards of an otter trawl are 8 to 10 fect long anil 4 feet 9 inches 
broad. In the North Sea trawl works in from 10 to 100 fathoms. It can work in 
200 fathoms, and large ones even in 300 fathoms. The nets often get damaged 
but are repaired’ on board. There are 300 or 400 steam-trawlers in Hull, 
three of the large coeupavics owning some 60 vessels each, A steam-trawler 
costs from £6,000 to £10,000 according to size. The slack months are May, 
June and July, of which advantage is taken to repair und overhaul the meistle 
The large companies employing fleets have a system of cutters or carrier 
steamers which convey the catches direct tothe London market. When this 
is the case, little ice is taken on board the trawlers, all their spare space being 
utilized for loading coal, so as to enable them to stay out longer. ‘The day's 
catch is packed in boxes and transferred to the cutter. 

All the fishing firms have their own ice factories; the Cargill Steam 
Trawling Company has five ice factories which 
turn ont 1,400 to 1,500 tons of ice in a week. 
These factories aro situated at the docks and crushed ice is put on board 
by means of shoots. ‘The price now charged is lls. 8d. per ton which 
ore for a profit of 5 per cent. Tho ice machines are all “Linde.” 
(he boxes used in packing fish are all made on the premises. The trawlers 
are well provisioned, the men getting plenty of fresh beef, mutton, vegetables, 
flour, tinned things, tea, coffee, sugar, butter, cheese, etc. In the store-room 
where meat is kept for supply to trawlers, a tem} ture of 47° is maintained, 
and this is sufficient to keep the meat fresh an good. When no cutter or 
carrier steamer is used, the steam-trawlers come into port with their own 
catches and are then refitted for the next voyage.

(8) partly by wage and partly by share. This method is the most 
advantageous to fishermen, as it ensares them a certain fixed 
income under all circumstances and enables them to live when 
the trade is very unremunerative. On the other hand, it 
stimulates them to work hard in order to increase their income 
by sharing in the proceeds of the catches. 


There is a mutual insurance club for the trawling vessels, composed of the 
owners of those vessels and managed by q president and a committee elected 
once a year from amongst themselves. < 

40, As regards the method of buying and selling fish, the fishermen 

Pint tesde. place their catch in the bands of fish salesmen 

5 who dispose of it by auction either to fish- 

hawkers, to local’ fishmongers or to buyers for London and other markets. 

Auetions are of wo kinds; either the lot is handed over to the highest bidder 

as in ordinary auction or the lot to be sold is put up at a fancy price, the 

auctioneer gradually reducing it until he reaches a figure which is accepted. 

This latter method is called ‘Dutch auction” and is very general on the 

East Coast. ‘The salesman charges 5 per cent. commission and guarantees 

the debt to the fisberman. He allows 2} per cent. discount to all purchasers 
of 20 8. or more, a.d thus makes 2} per cent. on the amount he sells.

“ SECTION I1—FISH CURING, 


United States. 


45, At Gloucester (Mass) I visited one of the largest drying and curing 
establishments belonging to the Gorton Pew Fisheries Company. It is a 
combine of several private firms and is incorporated. here are also 
three large private firms and 10 or 12 small ones, The company has a 
large fleet of schooners of its own for bringing fish from Newfoundland and 
other places, and also buys fish locally from other parties, There is a 
considerable export of dried and sulted fish, chiefly to Horto Rie’ and other 
West Indian Islands, but the bulk of the business is confined to the States, 
The cod class (cod, hake, pollock, haddock and cusk) is received from boats 
either fresh in ice, or salted. In both cases the entrails are taken out before 
storing on board; when saltel, the backbone and head are also removed 
and generally thrown overboard, In the case of fresh fish, on landing 
the head and backbone are at once removed. ‘The tongue, cheek and 
sound of the larger cod are separately preserved, and the tongue aad check 
are sold fresh to a large extent. he sound is salted. The fish is washed 
and cleaned and put in hogsheads with layers of salt, about 3} bushels 
(bushel=72 to 80 Ibs.) of salt in one hogshead (about 1,200)bs.), and is allowed 
to lie for three weeks or more. If taken out too soon, it has « yellowish green 
tint, but properly soaked it is white. On being taken out of the hogshead 
the fish is placed in heaps (kenches) to allow of the brine being drained off for 
about 24 hours. It is then spread in single layers on flakes or racks to dry 
in the sun, When the weather is all right the drying is done the same day, 
otherwise it may take two or three days. In warm weather there i8 an 
awning or cover, because if the temperature is above 80° the flesh becomes 
soft and spongy and is then regarded as burnt; the skin also comes off in bits 
which it should not do when the drying is properly done. The fish is then 
ready to be packed or manufactured in various ways. In plain packing 
no salt is used. In the case of fish that is received salted from the 
boat, it is also put in hogsheads in brine, but is kept there fora 
shorter period. It is then treated in the sume way as fresh fish. Besides plain 
packing, there are various other ways of dealing with salted fish, such as— 

1) The big and heavy bones as well as the skins are removed and the 
fish as cut ante different shapes and sizes and then packed. (Pollock is 
seldom skinned.) 

(2) The smaller bones are also removed with pincers and the fish made 
absolutely boneless and packed in IIb. packages or 1, 2 and 8lbs. boxes. 

(3) The fish is fibred. Both good fish and trimmings are used for the 
purpose. The flesh is ground, pressed und parsed through a sieve by means 
of machinery. The cease made up into small packets and packed in 
boxes, Fish bulls, hash and creamed cod fish, which are considered gieat 
delicacies, are made from fibred fish. 

(4) Fibred fish, as well as absolutely boneless cod fish, eliced and smoked 
halibut and boneless herrings are also made up in gloss jars, vacuum-sealed. 
In the hot weather preservative powder is spread over the ubuve preparations 
{apeent 4) before packing. Horring, halibut, and a few sulmon are smoked. 

his firm does not smoke haddock, but the industry is largely carried on by 
other firms in Gloucester. Very little canning is done here, “Fish intended for 
export is dried for more than one day (generally 3 or 4 days) so as to take out 
all the moisture, ‘The skins of cod and cusk are used for the manufacture of 
glue, while the bones and other trimmings are made into fertilizers. These 
waste products are sold to the two local firms that make glue and fortilizers 
respectively, All the salt is imported from Tripany (an island off the 
coast of Sicily). ‘The salt is large-grained and is Fost adapted for salting. 
‘Vwenty-five to thirty-five thovsand tins are imported ina year. There is 
a duty on imported salt but rebate of the whole duty is granted when the salt 
is used in curing. x

46. In Montreal I interviewed Mr. D. J. Byrne, junior partner of the firm 
of Leonard Brothers, wholesale fish dealors. ‘Their principal fish-curing yard 
js situated at St. Jobn in New Brunswick and is personally supervised by the 
senior partner, Mr. Leonard, ‘There are also several out-stations down the Gulf 
of St, Lawrence. ‘I'he firm does a large amount of drying and salting for 
export to the West Indies, Brazil and even to Spain, and for consumption in 
Canada. Before 1880 there was no curing industry in Canada, all the cured 
stuff being imported from the United States, but in that year a protective tariff 
of 1 cent. (=a half-penny) per pound was imposed on prepared, smoked, cured, 
salted or dried fish and 3 cent. (or jd.) on fresh fish coming from the 
States, Tho imposition of the duty has enabled local firms to build up their 
fish-curing industry, and they are now in a position to, compete with the United 
States on equal terms. ‘or salting, Cadiz, Tripany or Liverpool coarse 
salt is used. Two or more firms charter a vessel to take dried fish to Spain, 
and on the return journey it brings salt. The firm also does smoking, 


England. 


47. There is a considerable amouat of drying, salting and smoking in Hull 
‘Ono of the firms I visited did business chiefly in drying cod, hake and haddock, 
‘The fish are first gutted and the heads and big bones removed; they are then 
cleaned in water and laid in rows with layers of salt between. There is no 
soaking in brine. The minimum period for salting is one week, but the 
actual time often extends to 4 or 5 weeks. The fish are then dried in the 
sun on wire trays for several days, but never less thana week. Drying is 
done in the open air even if there is no sun, but when the weather is wet, this 
is done indoors. After the drying is finished, the fish are packed in boxes 
for despatch.

The fish is 
immersed for only shout a quarter of an hour; on Bee tuken out it is put on 
bars to drip for a time. Next morning the prepared fish are in the kil 
strung on rods to be smoked.

51, The Wythville Fish Hatchery was established by the State of Virginia 
Wythe in tho ‘sion of 1879. ee operated by that 


State and the United States jointly for one or two 
seasons, It was then leased by the United States Fish Commission for a number 
of years up to the year 1896, when it was purchased by the Federal Government, 
‘The station was rebuilt by the United States Fish Commission in 1898, 
Congress having made a special appropriation of Its. 30,000 forthat purpose. A 
second special Seanapriecn of Rs. 7,500 was made by Con; in the’ early 
pe of 1899, and with this money the peas ‘bass pond of the station was 
nilt during the summer and antaumn of 1899. Tho station at present consists 
of 31 ponds ranging in size from /10'x50° to 2} acres, the total water 
surface of the $1 ponds being about 5 acres. Two buildings, each 25°x 50’ 
are occupied by hatching rearing troughs for erie Fi these troughs 
the eggs are incubated and hatched, anda large number of the young fish 
to the * fingerlings” stago, which is from two to four inches in length. 
These buildings are supplied with fresh running water direct from the spring 
with a temperature of ‘64° in summer and 53° in winter. In water of this

T’ 
resent Superintendent has been connected with the station since 1880, and 
has had charge of the station since 1882. : 
Annual expenditure Rs. 7,500 to Rs. 9,000 besides salaries, (Labourers 
get Rs. 1,620 a year, Fish Culturist Rs, 2,700, Foreman Rs, 2,700, and Super- 
intendent Rs, 4,500.) 
Food,—For fingerlings 1” to 4” in length and with winter temperature 
from 54° to 60°, adaily ration of 6 per cent. of the fish’s weight in liver 
will keep them in fine growing condition. At this Station the food for trout 
consists of a mixture of liver and mush (made of wheat middlings) in the 
portion of } liver and { mush. Of this mixture about 7 cent, of the 
Buhle weight is re ired for a daily ration for fingerliug fish, For trout one 
to two years old about 5 per cent, of the fixh’s weight of the mixture is 
required for a daily ration or proportionately less ifa pure liver diet is used. 
For adult trout, 2} per cent, of the fish’s weight of the mixed diet will keep 
the fish in thrifty condition, 
52, At the aquarium on view in the Jamestown exposition, the hatching of 
ais trout with the artificially impregnated ova was

being exhibited. Trout requires a very cool 
temperature and the water used in hatching trout eggs had to be kept cool by 
means of a refrigerator. The eggs came all the way from Leadville Hatchery, 
Colorado, 2,000 miles distant, after a railway journey of three days and three 
nights, Some of the eggs were just bursting and showing the heads and tails 
of the young fish. The system of transporting eyed eggs over long distances 
has been perfected by the introduction of specially fitted wagons, ~ 
Trout eggs are hatched in troughs, but large glass jars are used for 
hatching. semi-buoyant eggs. Tho. Macdonald automatic hatehing jar is 
intended for semi-buoyant eggs like those of shad which do not float on the 
surface nor sink quite to the bottom, It has two tubes through one of which 
water is let in, and through the other the waste water goes out into the 
receiving tank along with the hatched fry by means of syphon action. The 
Downing jar is a slightly modified form of the previous one and is used for 
white fish and pike perch whose eggs are also semi-buoyant, It has not got 
a second tube, hut the overflow with the newly hatched fry comes out by an 
open mouth maped like a spout. For eggs like those of the cod fish which 
are buoyant or floating, a wooden box with syphon arrangement is used. 
This box is also used for haddock and pollock. For lobster the Macdonald 
jar is used. Artificial hatching by stripping is done in the case of —

(1) Cod from Mth November to Ist April. Eggs small and buoyant. 
Hatching is done in wooden boxes (Macdonald automatic). 

(2) Winter flounder, 15th February to 15th April. Eggs heavy. 
Hatched in boxes as well as in jars (Chester). 

(3) Lobster, 15th April to 15th July. Eggs large and heavy. 
Macdonald and Downing jars are used. Downing jar has an 
opon spout like that of a pitcher. Macdonald jar has no such 
spout but two tubes are used for shad, while for lobster one of the 
tubes is replaced by, a separate spout fixed on to the head of the 
jer. 

Lobsters pair and the female emits eggs in July and August. There 
is actual copulation, but the male has no pone intromittent organ. The 
ogee are impregnated as they come out of the ovaries by milt left by the 
male at the opening. The ogee are then received and borne by the 
female in the upper portion of the tail, the end of which is folded up when 
swimming, so as to prevent the eggs from dropping out. The eggs thus 
remain unhatched for the best part of 12 months. The young fish is liberated 
and comes up to the surface as soon as it is hatched. 

Tautog, sea bas, scup, mackerel, squeteague and haddock are also hatched 
but in small’ quantities. The fry are let out in open waters and planted in 
differc:.t parts of the coast as soon as the sac is absorbed, ie., in four to six 
days. Lobster has no sac. It is said that actual spawning by the same 
female lobster takes place every alternate year. 

As many as 10 million have been taken from a single cod. Cods are 
hatched by stripping as Bes by pattiag the brood fish in small salt water 
tanks where tiey spawn naturaily. Flounders are largely bred in that way by 
natural spawning in wooden boxes, Cod eggs are also received from 
Plymouth packed in boxes, 

The cistern used for cod spawning here during this season was 25° x 30° 
X 6’, and 100 females and 100 males were put there on 3rd January 1907, A 
few eggs were got shortly after but thoy were not good, Good eggs began to 
come out after 48 hours with the overflow at the surface, ‘This continued for 
five or six weeks after which tho brood fish were taken up and restored to the sea, 
In this way about 27 million eggs were obtained, ‘T'wo hundred millions were 
received Plymouth. This was the first time that natural spawning with

In the United States and Canada miny of-the States take special measurcs 
and incur considerable expenditure for Sa their rivers and lakes well 
stocked with game fi-h, as this attracts a large number of rich sportsmen who 
in various ways drop a lot of money behind, 


SECTION V.—CARP CULTURE. ‘ 


United States, 


65. I rama visit tothe carp ponds in Monument Lot in Washington, 
The first were put in'them in the spring of 1878, and the culture advanced 
rapidly and numbers of fry were distributed for some years, but it was 
finally discontinued in 1897, it being found that enough fry was by that time 
naturally produced. There-were one dozen small artificial ;.onds, 30 feet square 
and 2 to3 feet deep and provided with sluices. Bvood fish to the number rf 
some 24 of both sexes were put in each pond and left for six weeks or two 
months. As soon as they lay, they were taken out as it was thought they would 
otherwise eat up the eva. Tho eggs of carp are glutinous and attach themselves 
to rovts or leaves or even to bundles of brushes (which could be taken ont). It 

_is of importance to remove the parent fish at once after spxwning, and unti! then 
they should be constantly watched. The pence should be emptied every year 
so a8 to destroy frogs, eels, etc. This id by done wien the fry have 
grown big enough to be removed. There were five smal! tauks with the sides 
and bottom cemented, size—25'x8'x 5’. The fry were collected in them before 
being sent out. Small seine nets were used for removing fry from breeding 
to distributing tunke, Tho present annual sales of carp in the United 
States now amount to over 20 million pounds a year, besides what is consumed 
by the owners of private ponds.

Swholesale fishmonger ; and the other series, which is by far the larger of the two 
and lies on tho east side of the road, belongs to Count Holnsteim who owns a 
very largo estate hero. The land is gently undulating and the ponds are formed 
throwing up dams at short intervals across the aa and depressions, 
The weirs are provided with sluices at the higher end for letting in water and 
at the lower end for letting out water. The ponds are fed from streams 
“higher up. There are patches of fir-forests here and there. I was shown 
round by the Count’s Assistant Manager, the Manager being away at the time. 
‘The ponds appertaining to the estate are vf various sizes and number 66 in 

all, ‘They aro of three kinds: — , 

(1) Breeding—Seven, size 200 to 300 square yards, and about 3 feet 
deep. A kind of soft grass is allowed to grow in them which 
is mown about a week or ten days before spawning time and 
the soft young shoots that grow up are sought by the brood 
fish to lay their oggs on. 

(2) Wintering—Fourteen, size 200 to 600 square yards, and 8 to 6 
feet deep. One or two of the larger rearing ponds are also 
nsod for wintering. 

(8) Rearing—The others. ‘Some of them are quite large. 


The rearing ponds begin to be emptied in September, the time required 
for drawing out water being two to seven days according to the size and depth 
of the pond. It is thon that the fish are seca for sale, and this continues 
till the middle of October. ‘The sale of fish from the ponds belonging to the 
Count thus lasts for only about six weeks in the year. Those fish that are * 
not large enough to be sold are then put in the wintering ponds, The 
rearing ponds are kept quite dry during winter. On the approach of spring, 
ie, early in March, they are cleaned and refilled, and the fish are removed 
to them from the wintering ponds, At the same time, the brood fish for the 
next season are solected and males and females are put in separate wihterin 

onds having a current of water. In May, aboutthe 28th (the exact date depend- 
ing on the weather), two femsles and four males are put in each breeding pond. 
The females begin to spawn generally within 24 hours aad ordinarily seldom 
Jater than three days, But if the weather suddenly becomes cold, spawning is 
retarded, and the best thing then is to put the brood fish back again in the 
wintering ponds until the weather warms up. Owing to their shallowness, 
the water in the breeding ponds is generally warmer than that of the wintering 
ponds in which tho brood fish aro kept before they are transferred, and the 
change to warmer water forces spawning. The wuter in the breeding ponds 
is elmost standing, The eggs sink and are deposited at the bottom or on the 
grass, and the water being shallow and clear the eggs are easily seen, If the 
water is not quite transparent, @ few bunches of grass are pulled up for 
examination. Jt is also then seen whether the eggs are properly fertilized 
or not, The properly fertilized ones are glossy and transparent, and those that 
are not, are white and opuque. There is no remedy for improperl, ees 
eggs, As soon as the spawning is done and the are Tisible, tho ponds are 
emptied before sunrise, the parent fish removed and the ponds refilled.

72, Wittingau—From Vienna I proceeded to Wittingau in Bohemis, It is 
quaint old manorial village with walls and moats within which the residents 
live, The estate belongs to Prince Furst Schwarzenberg. The family acquired 
the property in 1670 with the ponds, dams and other works, almost as they 
batt now, Along with fish-culture, the estate carries on agricultural operations 
on a large scule, including the rearing of sheep, pig, horse and cattle, and also 
has 9 brewery and a sugar refinery. 

Hessel gives the following account of the carp establishment near 
Wittingau. 

“A celebrated establishment for carp-culture, with large, extensive ponds, was located 
as early as the fourteenth century, near the town ‘of Wittingsa. in ‘Bobomstat ‘Ragen The 
first begiuning of it may be traced “back to ithe year 1367. At that time the lords of 
Rosenberg called into existence and maintained for centuries these establishments on a scale 
80 extensive that to this day they are the admiration of the visitor, the main parts having 
survived, while the race of the Rosenbergs has long ben extinet. . 

The Manor of Wittingan pees gre ty fom the calamities of the thirty years’ war, 
and with it, in ounsequence, its fish-oulture. The latter only recovered the effants of it after

1670, into he potest of the Princes of Schwarzenberg, their present owners. The extent 
which oarp-culture has reached on theso princely domains will ba seen from the circumstance

In the large ponds such as the Rosenberg, where fish of both sexes are k: 
together for several seasons, no fry are ever observed, probably becauso of # 
presence of predacious fish. Tt is not desirable to encourage spawning among 
marketable fish. It may be that the carp do not care to spawn in view 
pirate fish or that the latter destroy the eggs when emitted, but it fact 
that no fry has ever been observed in those ponds. It’ is always the practice 
to put a few predacious fish in those ponds, as whichever theory is right the 
resence of fry would interfere with the proper h of tne marketable fish. 
he act of eosdiag affects growth, while the fry would encroach upon the 
food-supply. It is thus a necessity to have pirate fish in those ponds. Pike 
isa very useful fish that way. It eats up the fry,-an! also other small fish that 
would compete with the food of carp, but it cennot attack a grown up carp. 
Sunder is also good for the purpose, A carp is capable of reproduction after 
completing four sammers. For breeding, carps’of four to six summers are 
referred, When they have grown too fat and fleshy they do not do well.

SECTION VIL—BIOLOGICAL RESEARCH. 


United States. 


76. Tux Federal Fishery Bureau has two marino biological stations, viz., 
(a) Woods Hole near Boston and (+) Beaufort in North Carolina, The constru- 
tion of several othors is under contemplation, I visited the Woods Hole station, 
where I was the guest of the Director, Dr. F. B, Sumner. He is in charge of the 
Marine Laboratory, while there is a. separate Superintendent for bere cata ry 
and the fishery station generally, ‘The station was opened in 1884-1 5 with @ 
separate laboratory, the work of which is. carried on on the sooond third: 








floors of the main building. Tho greater portion of the work is purely i 
though a minority of the workers take up eco nomic subjects directly. The 
session lasts from 15th June to 15th September, but most of the work is done 
in July and August. Attached to the laboratory are :— 
(a) A museum containing specimens of lo cal marine products. 
(2) A library containing Government publications and books of 
reference, 

The scientific work is carried on by two sets of mon, via.— 

(a) Paid scientific investigators who receive a remuneration from 
the Bureau and are given definite subjects to study and 
work out. N 

() Unpaid students who carry on biological work on their own 
account, They are practically free to choose their subjects, 
the only condition being that the latter must relate to 
marine life. 

Both classes of workers are provided with free quarters, and each worker 
generally is assigned a room to work in and ‘is afforded every facility for 
research, including the supply of specimens. During the rest of the year (nine 
months) the laboratory remains practically closed. The Director is a professor 
of a College in New York and takes service under the Fishery Bureau ouly 
for the season, but ho is thus temporarily appointed every year. 

There is also a private association for carrying on marine biological re- 
search. It is supported by subscriptions and maintains a laboratory at Woods 
Hole which attracts a large number of students in summer, so that when the 
season is full the workers at the two laboratories exeeed one hundred. 

At the central office in Washington a specialist carries on pathological 
into fish diseases and epidemics, and his services are always in great

77. The Fishery Department maintains three research stations, one on 
the Atlantic, one on the Pacific and the third on the Great Lakes. They issue 
yaluable works on fish life and fishery problems. 


Bavaria. 


78. Tho biological station in Munich is maintained by Government for the 
study of fish food and fish dizeases. It was formerly managed by the Fishery 
Association but has been taken over by the Bavarian Government since 1900, 
The institution carries{on general biological work. In connection with fish 
the work is of the following kinds :—

Scotland. 


79. There is only one marine laboratory in Scotland and it is situated in 
Aberdeen, The main building has three rooms assigned to the Saperintendent 
and his two assistants. There are no living rooms either in the laboratory or 
in the hatchery, and there is not even acare-taker, although the station is 
located in a lonely spot on tho coast, such is the proverbial honesty of 
Aberdonians, The laboratory carries on investigation in fish-food, migrations of 
fishes and the development of fisheries generally. Research is chiefly confined 
to specimens collected by the steamer Gold Seeker which belongs to the Fishery 
Board, but now works in connection with the Council of the International 
Fisheries Investigation. Formalin is being introduced as a preservative for 
specimens, 


England. 


80. Plymouth.—The Marine Biological Laboratory is in charge of Dr. 
Allen as Director, who is also Secretary to the Council of the International 
Fisheries Investigation. The laboratory originally belonged to an association 
which was start 1886, as a private effort of scientific men for the study of 
marine life, and was mainly supported by voluntary contributions and donations, 
but from the beginning Government has given a grant of £1,000 annually. In 
1902, Government sanctioned a grant of £6,000 por annum for three years for 
the international investigation, This was continued to 1907, and finally for 
one year, to 1908, There will be a Commission of Enquiry after this year as 
to what is to become of this grant. There is another laboratory at Lowestoft 
with a separate staff which is now taken up exclusively with the international 
investigation. The aquarium is on the ground floor and the office and the 
working rooms are on the first floor; the latter are rented to workers chiefly 
during the long vacation. On the second floor there is a good library, as well as 
& museum, containing many specimens, but not properly arranged owing to want 
of space. Mr. L. Crawshay, the assistant naturalist, informed me that 
formalin is good as a preservative, but it dissolves carbonate of lime (calcareus 
matters), specially small substinces such as crustacea. Its action on the bones 
of the vertebrate will, however, be very slow indeed. 

‘Two of the international staff work at this station—one is a hydrographer 
concerned entirely with the physical conditions of the sea, ag., mintyaa of sea- 
water, study of ocean currents, surface drifts, influence of Atlantic water on 

channel, &c,, and the other is an assistant naturalist making a special 
study of plankton. The Association owns a steam-trawler Huziey which at 
the ‘time of my visit was stationed at Lowestoft, besides one steam-yacht 
Qithona and a elias boat which are attached to Plymouth. The latter 
works in winter and the steam-yacht in summer,

83. New York.—The largest aquarium in the United States is situated in 
New York and belongs to the city. The Director, Mr. W. C. Townsend, 
very kindly took mo round and explained the detaile. 5 
It is claimed for the New York Aquarium that it is the largest in the 
world and contains a greater number of species and of specimens than any other 
aquarium. It has seven large floor pools, 94 large wall tanks and 30 smaller 
tanks, ‘There are also 26 reserve tanks containing specimens not on exhibition. _ 
The building is circular in form, with a diameter of 205 feet. ‘The largest 
~ pool is 87 fost in diameter and 7 feet deep. 

The exhibits include fishes, turtles, crocodilians, frogs, salamanders, 
marine mammals, and invertebrates and are both northern and tropical 
in character. There are usually about 200 species of fishes and other 
aquatic vertebrates on exhibition. The*total number of specimens, exclusive 
of invertebrates and young fry in the hatchery, varies from 8,000 to 4,000. 
Many individuals in the collection of fishes and turtles have lived in the 
building from five to ten years. 

The fish hatchery, maintained as a fish cultural exhibit, produces yearl 
about two millions of young food and game fishes, which are afterwards 
deposited in New York State waters. Fish eggsare supplied by the United 
States Bureau of fisheries from Government hatcheries. 

‘The Aquarium is equipped for heating sea-water for tropical fishes in 
winter and hasa refrigerating plant for cooling fresh water in summer, An 
air compressor furnishes extra aration to all tanks when ‘necessary. Flowing 
fresh water is supplied from the Lity Water System, while the pumps circulate 
about 800,000 gallons of salt-water daily. The.pumps run day and night and 
the engine-room men work in 8 hour watches, Brackish water for the large 
floor pools is pumped from the Pay through a well umler the building. 
The salt water wall tanks, now being suppliod from the Bay, will soon be 
rupplied from a reservoir holding 100,000 gallons, of pure stored sea water. 
This water, to be brought in by steamer, will be used as a ‘‘closed cixcula- 
tion,” the water being pumped through the exhibition tanks and falling 
thence, through sand filters, back to the reservoir. The supply pipes to all 
tanks are of vulcanized rubber, The drainage pipes from the salt water tanks 
to the reservoir are iron pipes, lead lined. 

There are, exclusive of the Director and clerk, 25 employees whose 
duty is to attend to the supply and temperature of the different water 
systems, feed and care for the collections, clean the*building and tanks, and 
look after visitors. Most of the local fresh water and salt water spocies are 
collected by the employees. Tropical fishes are brought by steamer from the 
Bermuda Islands. One member of the Aquarium staff assists the city school 
teachers iu maintaining small aquaria in 100 or more schools in Greater New 
York, Small marine forms of life are supplied-free to teachers from the 
reserve tanks of the Aquarium, 

There is a laboratory containing many kinds of small marine 
invertebrates, which is visited by 4,000 or 5,000 school children with their 
teachers during the year. The laboratory is used gt times by University 
Professors in the city for marine biological investigations.

SECTION IX.—DEEP SEA AND ESTUARINE FISHING. 


109. The growing demand for fish, owing to the increase of population, 
. improved transport facilities and the opening 

Taportence of ve-tcherion, GF new markets, eannot, be mot by the Old pit 
tive methods of “fishing. As most of the fish supply of Bengal now comes 
from the fresh waters, the effect of this increased demand has been more 
incessaut fishing and more destruction of fry and spawning fish, which, in 
the total absence of protective regulations and of the means of artificial 
replenishment, have led to the smd depletion of the waters and further 
curtailment of the sources of supply. In other parts of the report propo- 
sals are made for the conservation and recuperation of the fresh waters, 
but it is obyious that in order to secure an adequate and plentiful supply of fish, 
especially to large cities like Calcutta, it would not do to rely merely on our 
tanks and rivers or even estuaries, but we must go further out—into the deep 
sea—which, after all, is the largest repository of piscine wealth. In the section 
of Fishing Industry, will be found facts and figures relating to the sea-fisheries

Investigator, there is every reason to think that the Bay is full of valuable 
food-fish. The intermittent attempts made in previous years to fish in the 
Bay failed mainly because they were made without “a knowledge of the 
habits and life hii of the fish inhabiting the Bay, and above all, in complete 
ij of the ai rps whee Mlane toe fish are to be found in any 
number. In Europe and ica where the seas are regularly fished, the 
great fishing banks are well known, asa result of the experience of 
years, and fresh grounds are broken from time to time. As a first ste 
the opening up of sea fisheries, it is essential that Government should under- 
take a systematic survey of the Bay from the fishing point of jview, so that 
the favourite haunts and the periodical migrations of the fishes may be - 

ined and recorded and practical demonstration given as to what the sea 
is capable of yielding; and when the results are satisfactory, private enterprise 
is sure to come forward and take up the business on commercial lines. It is of 
in to find out where the more valuable bottom fish congregate, and 
where'and when great shoals of migratory fish appear, for without a previous 
nowledge of these facts no attempt to catch them can succeed. Most of the 
food fishes are gregarious, and whether preferring to crawl below, as the flat fish, 
orswimming near the surface, as the herring or mackerel, they are usually 
found in shoals, which makes their capture easy of accomplishment. It is 
necessary for Goyernment to make the proposed survey, since the initial outla 
will be considerable, and there will be no immediate return and the results will 
be available to the public at large. 

For this work a vessel of the type of the latest steam trawlers used on the 
East Coast of England and Scotland would be suitable; and it will be necessary 
to bring out a staff of expert fishermen from England with the necessary 
appli 3, such as otter trawl, seines, drift or gill-nets and long lines and 
hooks, which constitute the chief implements of fishing there.

difficult of approach and so signally devoid of ‘suitable harbours. The 
observations then made still hold true so far as fishing with sailing craft 
is concerned. In America steam is seldom employed in deepsea fishing and 
sailing schooners of 75 to 125 tons go out many miles, as far as Labrador and 
Newfoundland; the coast, however, is abundantly supplied. with exeellént 
harbours at short distances. In Great Britain sail is largely replaced 
by steam; nevertheless the number of fishing sailers is still very considerable. 
But in the Bay of Bengal it is out of the question to attempt fishing with 
sailing vessels except during the four or five months of the cold weather. 
After studying the work of steam trawlers in Hull and Aberdéen, it seems 
to me that there is a great opening for them in the Bay of Bengal. They are 
remarkably safe fi seaworthy, so much so, that they are compared with life 
boats ; and although they visit such inhospitable shores as those of Iceland 
and are out throughout the year, often in most inclement weather, casualties 
among them are om heard of. They are not of any large size, 120 to.300 tons, 
with adraught of less than 10 feet and a speed of 0 to 12 knots an hour. 
They ought to stand the worst south-weSt monsoon of the Bay with ease, and 
as bad cyclones are confined to two months, viz, May and October, and 
seldom approach without warning, a sound steam trawler should, with ordinary 
precautions, be able to fish in the Bay and the adjacent see et the

imperfectly worked. With the development of the sea fisheries estuarine 

i will also be stimulated. The improved des of vessels intended for 
sea-fishing will be equally useful in the estuaries, and during the worst period of 
the south-west monsoon; when sea fishing may become difficult, all the boats could 
work in the estuarics. A smaller, simpler and cheaper style of boats may also 
be introduced for work in the estuaries and large rivers, and they could be 
easily fitted up with motor power. The introduction of gasolene boats would 
go a long way to solve the question of rapid transport. There is great 
possibility of improving the supplies to Calcutta and other markets by more 
Yigorous and systematic fishing in the estuaries. 

122, Another way of increasing the supply of estuarine fish lies in the 

Bherit. direction of improving and extending thesystem 
: of bheris which is found 80 profitable in the 
Salt Lake in the neighbourhood of Calcutta. These dheris are not unlike 
English mulletries and serve as temporary nurseries. They are within easy 
distance of Calcutta and can be sngpeeree by a one interested in the business. 
A large portion of the Salt Lake has been made up into ‘shallow reservoirs by 
means of low embankments, arranged on the sides of @ canal from which the 
nds are fed during floodtide through sluiees, the valves of which open only 
inwards. Fry and young fish are’ thus admitted but their escape is prevented 
when water is let out. Prawns, bhektis and other fish are thus imprisoned 
about June and July and are caught from time to time and sold from July till 
the following January or Netesery: when the ponds dry up. Bhekti is largely 
caught in this way, but it is usually of small size, seldom exceeding } seer, und 
is poor in flavour. The small bhektis that are seen in the Caleutta markets in- 
September, October and November are often the product of dheris, ‘he fisher, 
men come from various places, and there is keen competition among them 
owing to which the rents are going up, so much so'that the owners of the lands 
find it more profitable to convert their low paddy fields ‘into bheris. It is not 
uncommon to see Rs. 15 Pa per bigha fora vari wie the fishermen who are not 
very richcomplain bitterly of this rack-renting. ‘The leases are generally annual, 
though the term is in some cases extended to three years. Owing to the short 
term system and to the poverty of the fishermen, the bheris are emptied and all 
the fish taken out by the end of January. But if terms were given and 
capital were available, the embankments could be sirenperastelpipr ica 
the dheris made into regular rearing ponds in which the fish could be made to 
grow to a proper size before being caught for the market. Artificial poting 
would improve the rate of growth. The present system is shortsighted an 
destructive to a degree, 

It is almost certain that a system which has been so profitable -in the 
Salt Lake would be equally successful in other areas where the conditions are 
not dissimilar.

It is true thatthe Bay of Bengal and the adja- 
cent seas remain to the exploited-and that their fish-wealth has not been fally 
ascertained, but so far as is known, both as regards the marine and fresh water 
varieties, not only are there marked differences in the species, but even families 
which are abundantly represented on one side are wholly absent on the 
other, The most ili fishes caught, in the fresh waters of Rurope 
and North America belong to the salmon family, such as trout and salmon, 
to which, in America, may added white fish, lake herring, etc., belongin; 
to the same family, besides several kinds of bass (centrarchide), pike weeks 
and yellow-perch (percide), etc., that are seldom met with in Europe Amon; 
the sea fishes the most important in Europe and America belong to the ot 
family (gadide) such as cod, haddock, hake, pollock, ling, cusk, etc., herrin, 
family (c/upeide) such as herring, sardine, ete., and mackerel family (scombride 
such as mackerel, and flat-fish (pleuronectide) such as plaice, sole, flounder, 
halibut, turbot, etc. Eels and mullets areiound in both the Continents, and in 
America there are representatives of a few other families, such as blue fish, etc. 
Tarning to Bengal we find a total absence of the salmou and cod families, 
hile the herring and mackerel families are poorly represented.

124. The shad (alosa sapidissima or clupea alosa) is the la best known,

4 — ai ay in the Hated Biases, The body is deep 
snd compressed, the depth ‘varying with the sex and spawning condition, 
but averaging about one-third the body length, The. female shad is 
larger than the male, the average difference in weight being more than a 
pound, The mature males taken in the fisheries of the Atlantic coast 
weigh from 13 to 6 pounds, the eg tl being about 8 pounds; the females 
usually weigh from 3 to 6 pounds, the average being about 4} pounds. 
‘The genoral a for both sexes is between 3} and 4 pounds, In the early 
history of sg esta shad weighing 11, 12, and even 14 pounds were 
reported, but 9 pound shad are very rare on tho Atlantic cost, and 10 pounds 
seems to be the maximum, Some seasons an unusual number of large shad

125. The shad is distributed along tho entire east coast of the United 
‘Disteibati Sala States, and northward and eastward to the Gulf of 
tion and abundances + Lawrence, It has gradually spread from the 
Sacramento River, California, where it was introduced by the California Fish 
Commission, and is uow taken from Southern California (Los fae) ie canny} 
to south-east Alaska. In the early history of the country its abundance excite: 
unbounded astonishment, Nearly every river on the Atlantic coast was invaded 
in the spring by immense schools, which, in: their upward course, furnished 
an ample supply of geod food. Notwithstanding greatly increased fishing 
operations and the curtailment of the spawning grounds, tho supply in recent 
years has not only been generally mairtained, but owing to fish culture 
efforts has been largely augmented in certain streams, notably in the Kennebec, 
Hudson, Delaware, and other rivers, and in’ Chesapeake Bay, Albemarle 
Sound, ete. 
126, The shad passes most of its existence at sea, and little is known of its 
Shad ta tie ooean, habita and movements when out of the rivers, 
7 The ocean areas to which it resorts are unknown, 
and what its salt water food consists of has not been determined. In the 
Gulf of Maine it is known to associate in large numbers with mackerel and 
herring during the months of June, September, and October, being most 
numerous in June, It has been taken at North Truro, Massachusetts, in the 
autumn when the ocean temperature was from 48° to 49°. In the month 
of November, one year after another, it has been foand on the westeside 
of Sakonnet river, Rhode Island. In May and June it has been captured 
with mackerel a few miles north-eust of Cape Cod Light. Some instances 
of capture indicate that under certain conditions the aduits may’ remain 
in the fresh water rivers a whole year. In November 1890, 600 were taken 
in the Chesapeake Bay. It has been found in the Potomac in considerible 
abundance in August and September, and even during the last week in 
December. Its movements are largely controlled by the water temperature. 
It is believed that it seeks to oceupy an area having a temperature 60° or 
70°, and that its migrations are determined by the shifting of this area. 

127, The annual migration of the from the ocean to the rivers is for 
the sole purpose of reproduction. It ascends to 
suitable spawning grounds, which are invariably in 
fresh water, occupying several weeks in depositing and fertilizing its eggs in 
any given stream. 

its migrations from the sea’ are in quite a regular succession of time with 
relation to latitude. It first appears in the St. John’s River, Florida, about 
1dth November, the season of greatest abundance being February and March. 
In the Savannah rivor, Georgia, and the Edisto, South Carolina, the rum begins 
early in January and ends the last of March. In the North Carolina rivers 
these stages of the migration are a little later. In the Potomac River advance 
individuals appear late in February, but the fish is most numerous in April. 
in the Delaware river the maximum run is about the Ist of May. It reaches 
the Hudson River the last of March, and is found in the Conuecticut towards 
the end of April, is most abundant the last of May, and leaves the stream late 
in July. In the Kennebec and Androscoggin rivers, Maine, it is first taken 
in April and has left by the middle of July. In the St, John River, New 
Brunswick, it appeare about the middle of Mey, and in the Miramichi River, 
New Brunswick, lato'in May. 

The main body of shad ascends the rivers when the temperature of the 
water is from 66° to 66°, the numbers diminishing when the temperature is 
over 66°. Successive schools enter the Potomac from February to July, the 
males’ preceding the females. Of 61,000 shad comprising the first of the 
run reocived at Washington, D. C., from 19th to 24th March 1897, 90 per 
cent: were males, Towurds the close of the season males are extremely sear0e. 

The movement of the shad up the rivers is not constant, but in waves, 
causing a rise and fall in the catch. In some of the rivers the fishermen claim 
that a fairly well-defined run occurs late in the season, consisting of a s0we- 
what different fish, kuown as “May shad.” ‘

: ‘erection of impassable dams along the rivers and streams was 
eee es curtail the natural spawning grounds of these fish and 
‘seriously check their natural increase. . 

‘As shad enter the rivers only for the purpose of spawning, the fisheries 

are necessarily prosecuted during the spawning season, and often upon the 
favourite spawning grounds, Tho increase of population necessitates a largor 
supply of fish and requires the use of more apparatus, and the number of 
‘ that reach fresh water is therefore greatly curtailed by assiduous fishing 
with all kinds of contrivances in the estuaries, and in the mouths and lower 
rts of rivers. Under these’ conditions of a restricted spawning area and 
increased netting, shad would soon be. exterminated without artificial 
gation; or the fishery, at least, would greatly diminish and become unprofit- 
able. Such a crisis was fast approaching in 1879, when tho Fish Commission 
entered upon systematic work in shad propagation. 
From their birth until their return to the rivers shad are preyed 
upon incessantly by other fish, so that the larger portion of the young 
do not survive their few months’ sojourn in fresh water, and of 
those which leave the rivers. each season propably not one in a hundred 
reaches maturity to deposit its eggs and contribute to the perpetuation of its 
species. In the river striped bass, white perch, black-bass aud other predaceous 
fishes devour the young, and when they rench salt water, sharks, horse-mackerel, 
kingfish, etc., undoubtedly destroy many adults. It has been observed by 
North Carolina porpoise fishermen that ag the shad swim close along the shore 
the porpoises follow and feed on them till they pass into fresh water. In the 
rivers the adult shad is comparatively free from enemies, 

To what extent the pollation of the waters has reduced the numbers of 
shad is not known, but acids, sawdust, garbage, oils, and refuse from dye-works. 
all tends to make the water of rivers unsuitable for them. 

128. After entering the rivers, tho shad takes but little, if any, food 
us to spawning, but after casting its eggs it 
Moe: Bites at flies or any shining object, and has been 
known to take the artificial fly. ‘The mouth of the adult is’practically toothless, 
and its throat contains no functionally active teeth. The water which 
passes through the branchial filter—the gillrakers—is deprived of the small 
animals which are too large to pass through its meshes, It is a common 
remark with fishermen ‘and others that food is rarely found in the stomach 
of the adult shad in fresh water, but examinations have shown that the shad 
does, in some instances, eat’ crustacean, insects, etc. The only substance 
commonly found in its stomach in fresh water has the appearance of black mud. 
It is held by some that the shad swims with its mouth open and may uninten- 
tionally swallow the emall organisms found in its stomach under such circums- 
tances, but as far as observation of fish in aquaria and experiences ‘of net 
fishermen go, the shad does not swim with its mouth open. 

129, Shad are liable to be ripe anywhere above brackish water, and undor 
Bees aS favourable temperature conditions spawn wherever 

bisa not they happen to be, but in some river basins they 
exhibit a well-defined choice of spawning places, ferring localities below 
the mouths of creeks, where: the warmer water of ereeks mingles with the 
colder channel water, They ascend with considerable rapidity, and within 
12 to 14 days are found crowded on’ the shallow, sandy or’ pebbly areas, 
generally some tributaries of a large river, and deposit ‘their minute semi- 
buoyant spawn. They hatch ont in 7 to 10 days, when the clear shallows 
are found to be alive with the wriggling jelly-like larvoe. The shad lays 
its eggs during the highest daily average temperature, a condition realised 
about sunset, when ‘the warmer shoal water commingles with the colder 
channel water, establishing a balance. Tbe principal spawning occurs from 
5 Pat, to 10 pat, Observations on the Potomac river show that of the eggs from 
shad caught ina seine only 11 per cent. wero taken between midnight and 
noon, the per in the morning being 14 one year and 8 another. 

‘The eggs in the ovaries remain in @ compact mass until they ripen, at 
first occupying but « small space, but gradually increasing until they

Shortly before spawning, transparent eggs of large size, con- 
trasting strongly with the opaque golden hue of less mature ones, will be 
found scattered through the still compact ovarian mass, and, becoming more 
and more numerous, the ovaries disintegrate, the eggs fall apart, and 
extrusion begins, a liquid stream of eggs and mucus flowing from the oviduct 
on the slightest pressure of the abdomen. — . . ‘ 

In a state of nature the shad deposits its eggs loosely in the rivers without 
building a nest, the two sexes running along together from the channel towords 
the shore, and the eggs, and milt being ejected simultaneously. On quiet 
evenings, at the height of the season, spawning shad if be hi surging and 
plunging along the shores. By fishermen this is termed “ washing.” 

"Shad are very prolific, but much lessso than many other food-tishes. The 
wantities of eggs taken by spawn takers do not represent the actual fecundi y, 
be many are cast in advance of piripping. The average number is not more 
than 30,000, Single fish huve been known to yield 60,000, 80,000, 100,000, 
and 115,000 eggs; and on the Delaware River, in 1885, one yielded 156,000, 
Many eggs fail to be fertilized, and buta comparatively small percentage of those 
impregnated are hatched. After being extruded, the eggs sink to the bottom, 
where they remain until hatched, subject to the attacks of fish and other water 
animals. Eels are very destructive to shad spawn and often attack shad caught 
in gill nets, devouring the undeposited eggs and sometimes wutilating half 
the catch of a gillnet fisherman, 

The development of fungus is one of the greatest dangers tu shad eggs in 
a.natural state, and another potent agency for their destruction is the mud 
brought down by heavy rains, burying and suffocating the eggs. 

After spawning, shad are denominated ‘ down-runners,” “racers,” and 
“spent fish.’ They are then very lean and hardly fit for food, but they 
sbegin to feed and have become fatter by the time they reach salt water in the 

summer or fall. 

130, In the Middle States the young fish remain in the rivers, feeding and 

weeidSy dud wing, until the cool weather of fall comes on. 
one ‘They then begin to drop down stream, and by the 
last of November have passed out into the ocean or bays, and are lost sight 
of until they come back three or four years after, full grown and ready to 
spawn. They leave the Potomac River when the water falls to about 40°, 
By that time they are about 3 inches long. For some years they have been 
ol ed. in great abundance, about Bryan Point, feeding and jumping out 
of the water about sunset, ‘They keep within the open streak of water

Among all the economic fishes of the 
United States only the salmon and cod ae it in value, and, considering 
all branches of the fi industry, only the whale fishery and the

182, The sytematic Raxplosnastt a opie of shad-culture were 
undertaken with the definite pur, of testing the 
Pe etaa reat ootam aoe of aeriieial propegatiin, ime cisioticane ap 
important fishery which was being rapidly depleted. As early as 1848 shad 
eggs were artificially taken and fertilized, and in 1867 more extensive experi- 
ments were made on the Connecticut River, and later on tho Potomac, with 
encouraging results. ‘I'he attention of many States was thus attracted to the 
work, and in 1872 it was taken up by the general Government. Prior to the 
experiments on the Connecticut, certain species of the salmon family had been 
principally dealt with in fish-culture, and different methods from those in use 
were nocessary for shad hatching, owingjto the less specific gravity of shad ova 
and the much shorter period of time required for the development of the fish 
from the egg. 
During the years of experimental work from 1872 to 1880, 97,471,700 
shad fry were planted, beginning with 859,000 in 1872, |while in 1880, 
28,626,000 were distribnted. Prior to 1880 deposits of a few hundred 
thousand each were made in as many different streams as possible, but the 
increased production of young fish made it possible to ship and plant the fry 
by the cartload, and by 1884 shad-culture was established on a large scale, 
barge operations were abandoned, and the work conducted on shore. ‘Lhe 
basins of the Chesapeake Bay and Delaware River had meanwhile been selected 
by the United States Commission as the natural seat of operations, though the 
State Commissions from Massachusetts to South Carolina were actively engaged 
on their own account. At present the States, except Connecticut, New York, 
Pennsylvania and Maryland, have practically abandoned shad-hatching. 
leaving the work to the general Government. 
133. Every river on the Atlantic Coast from Massachusetts southwards 
has been examined by the agents of some State 
Commission or the United States, or by both, in 
order to determine the natural spawning grounds of the shad. On nearly 
every stream hatcheries have been operated at one time or another, but usually 
eggs were not obtained in sufficient numbers to justify continued operations, 
except'in the Chesapeake and Delaware basins, However, it is not unlikely 
that after further investigation it will be found practicable to maintain 
hatcheries on rivers which have long since been abandoned. 
In certain river stretches, apparently favourable, no ripe fish are found: 
for example, in the Roanoke River for 15 miles above its mouth, where 10,000 
to 15,000 shad are taken annually, mature eggs cannot be found, though the 
fish spawn just below there, as they do many miles above at Weldon. In 
the Sutton Beach seine, the one in North Carolina waters which has afforded 
the most spawn, only about one spawning shad to each 100 is caught, and 
the annual catch of this seine is 80,000 to 75,000 per annum. In view of 
such facts, it is not remarkable that difficulty bas been experienced and time 
consumed in deciding on permanent locations for hatcheries. 
‘The spawning period varies widely in different seasons ; in some years 
shad are numerous and in spawning condition two or three weeks after the 
time when they have ordinarily disappeared. They deposit eggs at some 
point along the coast for six continuous months. 
184, ‘The United States Fish Commission operates stations at Bryan Point, 
Aisle anbebieg, 12 miles below Washington on the Potomac, and 
% at Battery Island at the mouth of the Susquehanna, 
while the steamer Fish Hawk, fitted up as a floating hatchery, is engaged 
during the shad season on the Delaware River. These two stations, and 
the. vessel can reveive, respectively, 16,000,000, 40,000,060, and 12,000,000 
eggs. On more than one ovcasion each has been taxed to its utmost capacity, 
but as the average hatching period is eight days, and four of the special cars 
of the Commission are hatcliories in themselves, and capable of taking 2,000,000 
to 4,000,000 eggs aboard at a time, the hatcheries can be quickly relieved in 
case of emergency, . 5

~~ In 1900, a permanont hatchery located on an arm of Albemarle 
‘Edenton, North Carolina, was operated for the first time, This stat 
adjacent to one of the most important shad fishing grounds in tho country, and 
‘is intended to replenish the waters of Albemarle, Crostan, Roanoks, and 
Panilieo Sounds, and their tributaries, This region annually yiolds upward 
‘of 8,500,000 pounds of shad, valued at about $350,000, and contributes the 
principal part of the shad found in the northern and eastern markets in winter 


and early spring. ‘ . 
Collocting eggs is the work of oxperioncod watermen, who must bo 
prepared to endure all kinds of weather in open boats. The spawn-taker is 


a practised hand, ard must be well up in his work. + 
The stripping of ripe fish, the mixing of ova with milt and the transport of 
impreganted eggs to the shore and thence to the hatchery all require great 
eare and delicate handling, as the slightest mistake may spoil the eggs. 
Aehad-hntehing s‘ation may be of a temporary character, as it is used 
only wbout two montis each year, but ample light, space, ventilation, and 
arrangements for moderate heating are necessary; steam pumps and tanks 
must be provided; and there isan elaborate naan peibanber hatching jars in 
each of which a constant flow of water is maintaine 1, 
Shad eggs are semi-buoyant, and those which will not rise commence 
lumping on the third or fourth day. The usual period of hatching is from 6 to 
10 days, sometimes longer, accordig to the temperature of water, bat with high 
temperature they will hateh in three days. 
For obvicus reasons, no atempt been made here to enter into tho 
details of the various processes connected with artificial propagation or to give 
a description of the many apparatus and appliances required for tho success.

135, The shad is not of much importanco on the Continent, and it is 
found in any considerable quantity in the rivers on the sonth-wost coast of 
France, especially in the Garonne and the Gironde. They are caught from * 
March to July, when they go up the rivers and are in roe. ‘They truvel in 
schonls and are captured in large numbers, but the flesh is not much esteemed. 

In France no‘hing apparently has boen done to stu ly the life and habi's of 
the shad, and it isnot known where they spawa, and 1’ was assured by some 
fishermen in Bordeaux that no fry of the shad had ever been seen, 


The Shad in India, 


136. The Indian shad, clupea ilisha, has a very extensive. distribution on 
Distribals the East Coast where it is found in all the prinsip] 
sions rivers falling into the Biy of Bengal, On tho 
West Coast it appears only in the Indus in Sind and is practically unknown 
elsewhore. It begins its upward journey umally with the commencement of 
the froshety and eomtinues moving up in shoals till about the close of the rains.

or anieuts it goes up long distances, large numbers being annually 
caught as up as Putna (about 415 miles from the sea) and even higher. 
Tt ascends ali the tributaries and branches of the Ganges, and there is searcely a 
river in Bengal which does not receive its quota of the fish. The Ai/sa are 
caught in their thousands from the estuaries upwards, and some idea of the 
immensity of the shoals may be judged from the fact that though nets, traps 
and engines of all sizes and shapes are employed to capture them at short 
distances all along the route, a considerable number still manage to find their 
way many hundreds of miles from the sea. 
In many of the rivers large quantities of Ailsa, moe immature, are 
caught in spring, and there is regular winter fishing in the Madhumati ond in 
the Hooghly near Kalna, as well as in many parts of the coast. In fact the 
capture of Tilsa goes on throughout the year, not even the “spent” fish 
spsred. The fish are rich and of good flavour only during the spawning 
season, tc, from July to October, but their destruction never ceases. In 
the course of our enquities we received complaints from all directions that the 
supply of A‘lsa was greatly on the decline. On the one hand, owing to increase 
of population and improved transport there is a growing demand to meet which 
incessant fishing is resorted to throughout the year, and on the other, no steps 
are taken to protect the ‘*spent” fish and fry in their downward run to the s*a 
or to assist nature by artificial propagation. It is certain that if no remedial 
measures are adopted, in course of time the Ailsa would at this rate be exter- 
minated, or the fishery at least would greatly diminish, as was the caso in 
the United St tes in 1879, 
188. In this connection it is neces:arv to remember that in Bengal the 
‘ riligion of the Hindus prohibits the eating of Ailes 
Maza shone seseten from the last day of the Durga Puja (sometime 
in October) to the Sripanchami day (end of January or beginning of 
February), or in other words it enjoins a close season from about the 
middie of October to the end of January, which very nearly corresponds . 
to the period. when, according to the observations made in the United 
States, the fish ought to be descending to the sea after completing the act 
of spawning. But owing to general ignorance of the real meaning and 
purpose of the injunction it has become the practice to disregard it as 
one more piece of superstition, especially as all religious sanctions have 
lost much of their force. The only way of reintroducing the close season 
is by penalising the capture of /ilsa, say, from the Ist November to the 
15th February. No Hindu should object to this legislation, as it would only 
revive in another shape one of his secred ordinances, and the facts stated above 
should convince the Hindu ond the non Hindu alike as to the necessity 
of affording temporary protection to the fish, the more so as it would involve 
no serious self-denial, the fish being of poor quality and hardly worth eating 
during this period, 
139, During the last season, some attempt was made to get, statistics 
of the diisa fisheries in Bengal. Their presence

General. 


140. The Indian shad and the American shad are different species 
of ‘gonus clupea of family elupeide, and as regards size, shape, colour 
weight, texture and quality of the flesh, ete, have much in conmon, though, 
differing in many points of scientific nomenclature. ‘They both ascend the rivers 
at certain seasons of the year and aro caught in large numbers with roe. But 
while in America careful’ investigations have been made for many years and 
much knowledge has been acquired regarding the movements, food, spawning 
grounds and everything connected with tho life history of the shad, in India the 
profoundest ignorance prevails onthe subject, excepting, perhaps, a few obvious 
points that could not escape even a casual observer, As in France, the fisher- 
men of Bengal believe that the Ailsa doos not spawn in the rivers, in proof of 
which it is asserted that no fry or young ones have ever been caught or seen. 
But after witnessing what the United States has achieved in locating the 
spawning grounds of the shad and in successfully undertaking artificial propa- 
gation, one must not rest content until systematic efforts have been made to see 
what can be done with the Aisa on those lines. 

In the United States the period during which the shad may be caught is 
very short, seldom exceeding two months in the same river, and corresponds to 
the time of their ascent up the rivers in obedience to their spawning necessities. 
During the rest of the year, a strict close season is observed. For Bengal a 
much shorter close season is pipneseds viz., from Ist November to 15th 
February. It may be extended hereafter to June, so as to stop the spring 
netting. 
ery strenuous efforts must also be made to observe the reproductive 
functions of the Ai/sa and ascertain their spawning grounds, so that when their 
anadromous character has been established hatching stations may be openod 
to introduce artificial propagation for replenishing our rivers. 


SECTION XI—CARP. 


In Europe and America. 


141, Tue carp belongsto a family of fishes (Cyprinida) best represented in 
America by the minnows (especiully of the genus Notropis) which abound in 
most of the lakes and streams. In the Kastern United Stutes the members 
of this family are all small, the largest rarely attaining 18 inches in length, 
while the smallest is scarcely 2 inches long when adult. The Old World 
species ure generally much eases than this, und on the Pacific Coast there 
aro a few which reach a age of 5 or 6 feet, and which are also apparently 
more closely related to the Kuropean forms in structure. 

Scientifically the carp is known as Cyprinus carpio. It varies ly in 
many of its characters, a condition probably brought about in i part 
by its state of domestication, or semidomestication, fora number of centuries, 
In shape it varies from a long, rather slender fish, whose height scarcely 
equals one-fourth its length, toa deep form nearly or quite half. as high as 
Jong. The greatest height is at the anterior end of the dorsal fin, In all cases, 
however, the body is rather strongly compressed laterally, the cross section 
never approaching close to circular, “he greatest breadth is normally a short 
distance back of the head, but the bodies of the female fish are often, before 
the breeding season, distended with roe to a considerably greater breadth. 
This dimension in normal individuals usually equals loss sha half the height. 
‘The snout is blunt, and in typical forms tho outline rises from the snout 
ina nearly uniform bow or arch to the base of the dorsal fin. = 
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142, Hessel considers all the varieties of carp as falling into three chicf 
‘Races and varietios, groups, which he distinguishes as follows :— 

(1) Cyprinus carpio communis, the scale carp; with regular concentri« 
cally arranged seales, being, in fact, the original aaties 
improved.

148, There appears to be but little definite information as to how long 

* carp may live, and what size they may attain. It is 

Bisejaprowth end eam ‘eaid that they may live to be 100 or even 150 
years old, and mey come to weigh 80 to 90 pounds, but these statements are 
generally based upon insufficiont evidence. ‘That the fish do commonly reach 
a weight of 80 to 40 pounds, however, seems quite certain, and Hessel says: 
“Tt is a well-known fact that two large carps, weighing from 42 to 55 i 
were taken several years on one of the Grand Duke of Oldenburg’s domains 


in Northern Germany.” He also claims to have had in his possession some 
sea 2% inches in diameter, which came from a Danube carp that weighed 67 
pounds. 


The rate of growth of carp (as is true of most fishes) depends in 
a great measure upon the temperature of the water in which the fish lives 
and the abundance of suitable food. Under ordinary conditions in open 
waters of temperate regions they will reach a weight of 3 to 34 pounds in 
three years, but in warmer climates the growth is very mach more rapid, and 
sexual maturity also is attained at an earlier age. Numerous examples of 
the rapid Root of carp in the warm waters of the United State have been 
reported, Thus in a report of the Illinois Fish Commission (Illinois, 1834, 
page 10) will be found the following statement by Doctor Adams, of Spring 
a Perk, Peoria, with regard to some fish received by him from the 
tate 


At less than two rears of age one of the carp weighed 9} pounds, measuring 22 inches 
in length, a growth of over ono pound a month from the time it was placed in warm water. 

Doctor Adams had previously had the fish in a spring where the water 
was cold, and they had not done well. Many moro statements on the subject 
may be found in the early reports of the United States Fish Commission. 


The Carp in. Europe. 


144, There secms to be a general agreement that carp were indigenous to 
the temperate portions of Asia, and they had probably spread into South 
Eastern Europe before the Cbristian era. The carp probably came into Western 
Europe by easy stages. Hessel states that its culture in Austrie can be traced 
as far back as the year 1227, and it is claimed to have been introduced into 
Germany and France two or three decades later (1258). The extensive ponds 
at Wittingau, in Bohemia, were begun as early as 1367. Carp culture was 
carried on especially in conuetion with monasteries and on # number of | 
estates, and has come to be an important commereial industry, especiallly in 
Austria-Hungary and Prussia, It is said that an acre of water suitable for 
carp culture will rent for as much as an acre of land. The fish’s range has 
gradually extended in Europe, until now it is fuund over practically the whole 
of the Continent from Italy to Sweden and Norway, and from France and 
the British Isles to Kuesin end the boundaries of Eastern Siberia, It does not 
do s0 well, however, and is little cultivated, in the miore northern portions - 
its range, such as Scotlond, Sweden, Norway, Finland, etc. Just when an 
whence the carp ¢amé into England is not known. It is generally conceded 
to have reached theye, however, between 1051 and 1486. 








| Introduction and distribution of Carp in the United States. 

145. It is uncertain when tho first carp were introduced into the United 
States. This may have been doneat any time by private individuals, though if 
such was the case the fish were Repbebly; only kept in tanks or small ponds as 
curiosities, for it is certain that with the exception of their establishment in 
California they never gained a general distribution or attracted much attention 
until their successful introduction by the Fish Commission in 1877. 

The question of the introduction of the Wa? into the United States was 
taken up by the Fish Commission within a few years after the organization 
of that Bureau. 

Tt was not the intention of the Fish Commission to introduce the car, 
into waters that were already stocked with the good native Species, nor was it 
claimed that the carp was superior to the majority of the indigenous food-fish 
of the country. But it was believed that’ it could. be successfully raised in 
many sections of the country not favourable to the growth of better fish. 

“In tho winter of 1876-77, Mr, Rudolph Hessel, in the interests of the Fish 
Commission, as an initial experiment shipped carp from Bremen to Baltimore, 
but, owing to a storm of anusual severity to which the vessel was exposed, all 
were lost on the way. He immediately returned to. Europe, however, where, 
at Héchst, near Frankfort, he procured another lot.of fish, These he succeeded 
in bringing in safety to New York, ard on 26th May 1877, they were placed. in 
ponds in Druid Hill Park, Baltimore. This lot consisted of 845. fish, of which 
227 were naked, and mirror carp, and 118 were common scale carp. The ponds 
at Druid Hill Park not being sufficient for the proper care of the fish, Congress 
allowed use to be made of the Babcock Lakes in the Monument lot, in the city 
of Washington, and appropriated the sum of $5,000 to put these in proper 
condition, In the i Towing spring these ponds were ready for the reception 
of the fish, and 65 leather carp and 48 scale carp were transferred to them from 
the Druid Hill Park ponds, 

The fish that remained in Baltimore spawned in 1878, but some gold-fish 
had entered the pond accidentally, and the carp hybridized with these, so that 
inatead of having young true carp there were some 2,900 hybrid young. 
Theso were destroyed as being worthless. ‘The results were more matialontary 
in 1879, in which year about 6,000 young were reared. Of these, 2,740 wore 
distributed to applicats throughout Maryland, the remainder in other States. 
Inthis year the fish in the ponds at Washington sparred for the first time, 
and about 6,000 were also reared there. Altogether, in 1879, some 12,265 
carp wore distributed to over $00 persons in 25 States and territories. Among 
the recipients were various State Commissioners, who redistributed their fish to 


applicants in the bayou yie States, 

As illastrating how thoroughly carp were disseminated throughout the 
United States in these early years of its introduction, the data for 1883 furnish 
an interesting example. In that year carp were sent into £98 of the 301 
Congressional districts, repose any 1,478 counties; in this way 260,000 carp 
were distributed, in lots of 20, to 9,872 applicants. The distributions continued 
large until about 1890, when they began to diminish, 1nd were finally dis- 
continued in 1897. 

It is now found in abundance all over the United States wherever the 
waters are at all suitable, Many were sent to Canuda by the United States 
Government shortly after the introduction of the speci Put with the excep-

_ In reference more particularly to the history of the carp in the Groat Lakes 
region, there can be little doubt that prior to 1879 there were no earp here.

146, Like many other bari a carp can be kept alive out of water for 

Vitality considernble periods at ordinary temperatures if 
de they are kept moist, and they aré often travsported 
for short distances by packing then in wet moss, In Germany it is said 
to be a common practice at such times to place in the mouth of the fish a 
piece of bread or cake soaked in brandy. There is no doubt that these fish 
can withstand much in the way of adverse conditions, and can live fora 
considerable period out of water so long as the gills are kept moist. When 
it is desired to transport fish from where they are caught, it is usual for 
‘the fishermen merely to load them into the bottom of a boat when the distance 
is not too great. For longer distances by water they are usually towed in a 
live car, 
When the United States Fish Commission was distributing many thousands 
of young carp every year it became a matter of groat importance to have some 
practical method that would be economical as well as efliciont. The original 
plan was to send a few fish in a large milk can full of water; but this practice 
‘was exponsive and unsatisfactory. Later, it was found that the fish could be 
shipped long distances, requiring several days or a week for the journey, 
merely by putting them in sinall pails with only a little water. The usual 
method was to use four or six quart tin pails, in which were placed 15 to 20 
young fish, 2 to 3 inches long, with little more than enough water to cover 
them. This small amount of water is kept well arated by the jostling of the 
jails in transportation and the movements of the fish. In fact, it usually 
Loma foamy on account of the slime secreted by the fish, 

Although carp will live so long out of water if the gills are moist, or ina 
small amount of water well «rated, they succumb much more quickly to foul 
water—that is, to water not well srated, and consequently charged with 
carbonic acid or unoxidized organic matter, Under such conditions they may 
usually be seen swimming about with their mouths at the surface, a circums- 
tance that is alee to be looked Spon with suspicion by the owner of « carp 
pond, as it usually means that the fish will die unless the conditions are 
quickly improved. Carp are apt to do the samething when the temperature 
of the water becomes too high. Of course this action must be distinquished 
from the normal feeding of the fish at the sarface.

As far as can bo ascertained, 
the same statement holds for the Northern United States. In the Southern 
States and California spawning is apparently earlier, often beginning in April. 
In the waters contiguous to Lake Erie the height of the spawning seuson seems 
to be in the latter part of May and early June. On the St, Clair Flats, it is 
usually a little later on account of the lower temperature of the water, which 
comes directly down from Lake Huron. This temperature difference affects 
the time of spawning of other fish as well. 
he age at which carp spawn also depends largely upon the temperature. 
European authors state that they reach maturity in the waters of temperate 
Europe when they are three years of age; and the same probably holds true in 
neral for the corresponding region in North America, though, apparently, 
they sometimes spawn, at least in the latitude of New Jorsey, when they are 
only two years oh. ‘Chey commonly breed at the age of two years in the south 
(rhe they do not hibernate in the winter), and according to Mr. Poppe, of 
alifornia, his fish spawned when they were only nine mouths old. At the time 
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of first spawning the fish will usually weigh 8 or 4 pounds and have a length of 
15 to 18 inches. 

At the spawning season, but before the fish have spawned, the femalos 
can usually be readily distinguished by their distended condition. Though 
the ova themselves are rather small, the number is very large, and the 
reproductive capacity of a carp increases greatly for the next year or two after 
it begins to spawn. According to Hessel a female weighing 4 to 5 pounds 
will covtain on an average 400,000 to 500,000 ova. Day quotes other 
exlimates, thus: a female of 9 pounds had 600,000 exes (Bloch); one of 
16% pounds had 101,200, one of 264 pounds 203,109 (Harmer); one of 21} 
pounds had 1,310,750, and one of 16} pounds had 2,059,750 (Buckland). ; 
In the case of a female mirror carp from Sanducky Bay, whieh was 
weighed at Port Clinton, 22nd June 1903, it was found that the ova comprised 
more than.a fourth of the total weight of the fish. The fish before being 
opened weighed 17 pounds; after the removal of the ova with as Little loss 
‘of blood as possible, the weight was 12 pounds 6 ounces, leaving 4 ponnds 
10 ounces as the weight of the ova. This is 27 per cent. of the entire weight 
of the fish and 37 per cent, (over a third) of the weight of the remainder 
of the fish after the ova had been removed. 

This enormous fecundity is undoubtedly an ad«ptation to compensate for 
the dangers of the exposed condition in which eggs are left after being 
laid, since they are merely scattered about on the vegetation in shallow 
water and are given no further care or attention by either of the parent 


fish. 

In pond culture the breeding ponds are usually stocked with male and 
female fish in a definite proportion ; the unit is technically called a “ spawn- 
ing party.” Usage differs as to the relative number of each sex that is best 
for stocking a breeding pond, but it is customary to put in a larger number 
of males than females, It is usually planned that each “spawning party” 
shall consist of ore “ spawner” and two “ milters,” or else two ‘spawners” 
are provided for three “milters,” while fur each three milters is added one

‘Ihe eggs are not laid in bunches or masses, but are scattered about in 
the water, and, being adhesive, they become attached to the roots and stems 
of grass and other aquatic vegetation, or to whatever objects chance to cover 
the bottom where they are deposited. The fate of the egg probably deponds 
to a large extent upon where it chances to become ati , for should it 
fall into the mud, there would be little chance for its further developement. 
‘The oggs develop rapidly, but the time required for hatching depends very 
directly upon the temperature of the water, In temperate regions, under 
favourable conditions, they are said to hatch in about twelve days, though 
if the weather be so cold as to lower the temperature of the water it may 
take them sixteen or twenty days to reach their full development, In the

‘the family Cyprinide is in India divided into two tub-families (a) Cobi- 
tiding and (b) Cyprinine, The first sub-family has not many representatives 
in Bengal, and the few species that are found are not esteemed as food. The 
second sub-family has 27 genera in India, nearly all of which have representa:

150. All the four varioties are largely used in stocking tanks. Spawn and 

mithace fry are obtained from the rivers. The work of 

eg ccllecting them begins with the first freshets in 

June and goes on till the middle of September. All the rivers are utilised for 

the purpose. The exact spawning grounds are not known and have not been 

ascertained, but suk seem to be in the bigher reaches of euch stream, for the 

spawn is always gathered at various points lower down, and in tidal waters, 
only during ebb tide. 

In the Metropolitan districts, especially in the neighbourhood of Calcutta, 
spawn gathering is a great industry and gives occupation to hundreds of people 
who are not generally fishermen, but comprise some of the lowost castes. In 
many cases only eyed eggs and imperfectly hatched ova are collected. These 
as wellas the young fry are bought by men of the fishermen caste who put 
them in growing tanks, and when they are sufficiently large to make a classi- 
fication possible, they are separated and are sold to owners of tanks or placed 
again in tanks to grow. Fingerlings and even larger ones are sold later in» 
the season for stocking, and when tho tanks are shallow, young ones a few 
months old are sent to market for food. The fry are never fed artificially 
aod the way that the spawn are handled must lead to a considerable Amount of 
aa « 


The fry are transported to long distances by rail and boat. In the former 
case they are placed in tin cana or en pots containing water; 
when the carriage is by boat, the fry are simply put in the well of the boat.

The firstnamed month corresponds to the period 
when the country is driest and when there is the greatest contraction of the 
water surface, and fish-life is accordingly most precarious, It is the time when 
the fish congregate in large numbers in the few pools and hollows which still 
hold water, mad carp and other important varieties are in roe and waiting for 
the monsoon to burst and liberate them from their confinement and enable. 
them to perform their reproductive functions. During the other month the 
floods rapidly subside and the spent-fish and fry are in a hurry to leave the 
heels, otc., and return to the rivers through the éhals where their wholesale 
eapture is then extremely easy. The Hindu sages very wisely thought that if 
the people did not eat’fish, there would be no inducement for the fishermen to 
catch fish, and a most nee: respite was given to the fimny tribe at those 
times when it is most in need of protection, i agen for the maintenance of 
future supplies. But all this is now changed; the number of non-Hindus upon 
whom a Hinde ordinance is not binding has become large, and even by Hindus 
the rules are more honoured in the breach. It is, therefore, incumbent w 
the legislature to step in and prevent the merciless destruction of brood fish and 
spawn, which is fast depleting our waters. It should be remembered that 
measures of artificial propagation would be of no-avail if the young fry remain 
liable to capture as soon as they are liberated and planted out, and that they 
can not, and ought not, to be relied upon as, in themselves, sufficient to restore 
depleted rivers or as fussing any reason for allowing laxity in the protection 
of the fish naturally propagated or for permitting capture to exceed the natural 
producing power of a river or estuary. 

160. ‘Che only fishery enactment in force in Bengal is Act IV of 1897,

Cecio baie It is a short Act of seven sections and wholly inade- 
quate for effectually protecting the fisheries, The definition of “private waters” 
excludes from its purview many valuable water surfaces, including | rivers, 
which are sadly in need of protection. Unsatisfying as the Act is, it has 

a remained a dead letter since the day of its passing. 
ecaceer aeGanC! No rules have been framed under it, and it contains 
no provision for establishing close seasons for particular kinds of fish or for 
eventing the destruction of fry and immature fish. All this should be 
Forhwith remedied. A beginning should be made in introducing a system of 
short close seasons for some of most valued of our food-fishes and above all 
in prohibiting the killing of the fry and fish of certain specified 
varieties, such as rahu, katla, mirgal and kalbaus. e definition of “ private 
waters,” should be tly narrowed so as to exclude from it ions of our 
large rivers for which fishery grants or leases have been given. Permanent 
Settlement has not stood in the way of measures being taken to ite the 
relations between landlord and tenant, and various enactments have been 
passed in the interests of both. The mere fact that fishery rights in somo 
waters haye been given to private parties should not be an obstacle to the 
passing of such laws and regulations as are calculated to conserve the fisheries 
and increase the fish supply of the country. Those who may object to such 
legislation as being an encroachment upon private y will, it is hoped, 
ecme to understand that they also will participate in t) its that are sure 
to accrue to the entire community.

The ideal form of protection in the case of any particular kind of 
fish would be to prevent its destruction until it is of fC when it can 

form reproductive functions, and so give it a chance of multiplying for 
at least one season. Should that not be possible, it would yet be an advantage 
to save the fry during the first year of their existence, as the weight of meat 
to be obtained from the same number of fish would be greatly raised. No 
agency is so destructive as the hand of man; and although fish have many 
natural enemies, especially among their own class, which constantly prey 
upon them, yet there occurs no sign of depletion until man steps upon the 
scene. ‘Hence arises the necessity for protective legislation. 

It is not intended to introduce an elaborate system of control; and, for the + 
present, it will be sufficient to take power to establish short close seasons and 
to prevent the destruction of fry and young fish of a few specified varieties only. 
Something must also be done to put a stop to the practice of erecting dams 
and other obstrnetions right across water courses and river channels, which 
seriously interfere with the passage of brood fish and fry from the spawning 
grounds and are great obstacles to navigation. They also contribute, in so 
small measure, to impede drainage and make the land waterlogged and un- 
healthy. As regards definite osals on the subject I have little to add to

161. ‘The agency by which the laws and regulations are to be enforced is a 

a : question of considerable difficulty. Act IV of 1897 

peeeraeitl saeey gives the power to the police; but in view of the 
bad odour in which the police are held all over the country, it would be well if 
some other agency could be devised. Perhaps the services of the presidents of 
chaukidari unions and chaukidars might be enlisted, but, in any case, the 
Fishery Department should have a staff of its own to look after the work. It 
must also be made clear in all fishery legislation that the object in view is not 
to raise revenue, but to see that a valuable source of national wealth is worked 
in such a way as to confer the greatest benefit to the community at large. 

162. ‘The subject of saltduty may also be referred to here. Salt is the 

Gun principal, and in many cases the sole, ingredient 
Siete in all curing operations, and even in cold countries 
no process of preserving fish cau be thought of without a liberal allowance 
of it. Ina tropical climate like ours the proportion of salt must be raised. 
In Europe and America either there is no duty on salt or, where there 
is, full rebate is granted on all salt used in the preservation of fish. The duty 
is high in Bengal, and even at the present reduced rate it presses heavily on the 
curing industry. The Madras Government has recently remitted the duty on 
salt used in préserving fish, and I would strongly press the Bengal Goverument 
to do the same, The concession should not ia weighted with a number of 
harassing restrictions, as at the worst it cannot be abused to any material 
extent, and the people concerned are poor and ignorant,

‘The 
most noticeable point in connection with the subject is tho fact that the sea- 
fisheries call for very much less care and attention than the fresh-water fisheries 
which run the risk of being exterminated or greatly redyced in value unless 
measures are taken to t thom from incessant capture and ruthless destrue- 
tion and to. ii ahaa by artificial propagation. ‘The ocean fish have such 
iso rmge ht hr not the fate woett tor protection as in the cave of

‘The sea is there to yield its piscine wealth, and the harvest depends on the extent 
efficiency of the means of capture put forth.

nactments for the protection of salmon fisheries, artificial propagation being 
jolt wholly to navate enterprise. In Ireland, however, the iStaceeted Districts 
Board does much to develop the sea-fisheries in its jurisdiction by the grant 
. of subsidies to fishermen, and by giving practical instruction in boat-building, 
J-making, net-mending and other allied industries. In Bavaria and 
ustria the fresh-water fisheries are mainly looked after by private associations 
under Government auspices. But itis to America which, in addition to valuable 
sea-fisheries, possesses the most extensive and the most important fresh-water 
fisheries in the world that we have to look for guidance. In the United States, 
the yarious States have their own separate Fishery Boards, administer their own 
fishery Jaws, and do much in the way of artificial propagation in their fresh waters, 
while the Federal Bureau of Fisheries is concerned chiefly with the work of re- 
search and replenishment as both sea-and fresh water fisheries, and acts 
as.an_adyisory agency throughout the country. The sea fisheries are worked 
entirely by private enterprise. In Canada, owing to its great extent, sparsity of 
lation and other causes, private enterprise has been somewhat wanting, but 
Re Fishery Department of the Dominion Government has been most active in 
the development and conservation of both marine and fresh-water fisheries and 
has had to take the initiative in several matters which in the United States and 
Great Britain were the work solely of private enterpise. 

In the United States the Fishery Bureau is a branch of the Department of 
Commerce and Labour, in Canada of Marine and in England of the Board ot 
Agriculture. 

164, For Bengal, I would suggest a constitution after the model of the 

rh Scoitish Fisheries Board, viz., a saluried Commis 
oe credpn eoustitution for sioner and an advisory Board of six honorary 
‘east members, For the present it is not desirable to 
make the proposod Board a brench of the Department of Agriculture, thongh 
later on such an union may be considered expedient.

In 8,359 villages, 73,006 plots belonging to 32,468 raiyats, containing an area 
of 18,046 bighns, were tebminiied "RY the officers, the total area 
test-measured being 6°6 of the cultivated area. 

The return of test-measurements in the Benares Agency exhibits 42,381 
bighas test-measured out of a total of 632,410 bighas or 67 per cent. against 
7-21 in tho previous year. Mr. House writes on this subject:— 


“There oan be no doubt that more energy is shown in their oold-woather work by 
officors nowadays than was formerly the case. ‘Turning up at random tho papers of 
twonty years ago, I find that the average number of inspections made was 312 per officer, 
and that the averago area test-measured was 515 bighas, Inthe year under report the 
averages are neatly 600 licenses and 1,000 bighas—very much more croditable results than 
are shown by the ealier figures,” 


6. Settlements.—Thore was again a decrease in the area settled in 
the Bihar Agency. The land engaged for during the year under report was 
820,781 bighas as compared with 335,020 in the previous year. This decrease 
occurred in all the Sub-Agencies, and was largest in Motihari, Chapra and Patna, 
and smallest in Aliganj. It was mainly due to the relinquishment of unprofit- 
able and unproductive lands, In 2 decrease is also attributed to 
unsuitable weather which prevailed at the time of sowing, while in Patna 
the bad outturn of the previous season, and the extension of the cultivation 
of sugarcane were additional factors in bringing about this result. Further 
substantial reductions of the area engaged for in this Agency have been 
made since the close of the year under report.

In the Benares Agency the orders were to engage for not more than 
649,000 bighas. The area actually engaged for was 631,252 bighas against 
(543,726 in the provious year. A8 compared with the previous year, there is 
noticeable decrease of over 8,000 bighas in the Budaon Division. = bd 

7. Measurements and actual cultivation—In the Bihar ency the area 
measured and cultivated, excluding failures, was 283,379 bighas as compared 
with 827,640 bighas in 1905-1906, Out of this decrease, 17,239 bighas are 
accounted for by the reduction inthe area settled. All the Sub-Agencies show a 
decrease, the largest being in Tirhut, with a decréase of 10,460 bighas, and in 
Motihari (7,959 bighas). The smallest decrease is reported from Monghyr, 
1,329 bighas. The Agent notes that the causes which chiefly contributed to this 
result were (a) early cessation of the monsoon and consequent unwillingness on 
the part of the raiyats to grow opium, which is a delicate crop, and ()) 
unsatisfactory germination of seed which necessitated resowings and irrigation, 
und thus increased the cost of cultivation and induced raiyats to try other crops 
in place of poppy. 

The total failures amounted to 30,681 bighas, of which 17,920 bighas 
represented non-fulfilment of engagements, and the remainder, viz., 12,761 
bighas, were due to climatic causes. 

Special orders were issued by the Board in order to avoid sowings in excess 
of engagements in the Benares Agency. ‘The measurement area obtained wes 
632,410 bighas, or an increase of 1,178 bighas only on the settlement area, 

Only 1,236 cultivators in this Agency, or 1-29 per 1,000, wilfully evaded 
their engagements, The area wilfully left unsown is returned at 725 bighas 
(as against 386 in the previous year), and is in striking contrast with the figures 
for the Bihar Agency; the failures due to climatic causes affected 12/459 
bighas as compared with 16,311 in the preceding year, 

. 8. Weather and general resulis,—In the Bihar Agency the season was very 
unfavourable to the production of good opium, Rain was general and fait 
heavy in the Patna Division in June and August 1906, and considerab’ 

was done by excessive rain and floods to the autumn crops in the 
Shahabad, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, and Darbhanga districts. For the grote

In nig oe the season was practically rainless until the begin- 
ning of February, from wiioh month cand until about the end of Aj ee 
al poy weather was experienced with occasional hailstorms. Notwith- 
standing the dryness of the earlier part of the season and the damage done by 
insect pests, the crop generally was fine and vigorous and cultivators were 
confident of a bumper outturn: but the excessive rain which followed did much 
harm, especially in the eastern poppy tracts of the Agency, where as Mr. Houso 
reports, one of the most promising crops seen for several years was converted 
into one of the worst on record. 

9. Outlurn of opium— * * In the two Agencies taken together, the 
damdeta produce at 70” consistence, which showed an increase of 3,260 maunds in 
1905-1906, as compared with that of the season.1904-1905, has decreased by 14,093 
maunds, or by 13 per cent. in the year under review. This decrease has been 
shared by both Agencies, and is due partly to the smaller area sown and partly 
to the unfavourable weather which evaded. Fight out of eleven divisions in 
Bihar and sixteen out of nineteen in the Benares Agency show a decrease. Tho 
general average gross produce per bigha (excluding failures) as com) with 
that of the preceding year fell from 3 seers 3 kachas to 2 seors 14 chitaks and 
3 kachas in the Bihar Agency, and from 5 seers 1 chitak to 4 seers and 1¢ 
chitaks in the Benares Agency. The best divisional average in Bihar was 
obtained in Patna, viz., % seers 12 chitaks aud 3 kachas, aud in the Bonares 
Agony was obtained in Bara Banki, viz., 6 seers 1 chitak. 

10. Average area per license and per cultivator.—In the Bihar Agency the 

area cultivated with poppy by a raiyat is again highost (16 katéas 13 
dhurs) in Shahabad and lowest in seed (6 kattas 3 dhurs). The Etawab Diyi- 
sion again shows the highest average area per cultivator in the Benares Agency, 
viz., 19 kattas 9 dhurs, the Agency average being 13 kattas. 

11, Average produce por license and por culficator—In the Bihar Agoney 
the average Hines per license fell from 1 maund 9 seers 5 chitaks to 1 maund. 
2 seers 1 chitak during the year under review. The fall is duo entirely to the 
disasttous character of the year, as the early part was unusually dry and hot, 
and therefore unfavourable for sowing, while the latter part was wet, damp 
and cloudy, and unfavourable for the collection of the juice. + 

In the Benares Agency also there has been a fall from 2 maunds 27 
seers and 15 chitaks to 2 maunds 18 seers and 13 chiteks per license, attribut- 
able to the generally unfavourable character of the season especially in tho 
eastern districts. A 

The average produce of a cultivator decreased in tho Bihar Agency 
from 1 seer 12 chitaks 2 kachas to 1 seer 9 chitaks and 2 kachas, and in 
the Bonares Agency from 3 seors 6 chitaks to 3 seors 2 chitaks and 2 kachas. 
Six Sub-Agencies, viz., Etawah, Fatehgarh, Budaon, Hardoi, Lucknow and-Bara 
Banki, an average produce of more than 4 seers per cultivator. No Sub-

‘The character of the season in Benares Agency was also reflected in 
the consistence of the opium produced there which worked out at 67°35° or about 
2} degrees below the ten years’ average consistence for the Agency. This is 
about the same as the average for 1892-1893 (67-20°), but much lower figures 
were reached in 1900-1901 (65'80°), and in 1885-1886 (64-80°).

19. Advances and outstanding balances.—In the Bihar Agency the value of 
opium delivered by cultivators was Rs, 51,15,255. The payments made for this 
opium wero (1) at settlements Rs. 23,21,766, (2) at weighments Rs. 27,86,512 
(8) at final adjustments Rs. 2,64,854, giving a total of Rs. 53,783,182 or 
Rs, 2,57,877 in excess of the value of opium. Of this, Rs. 2,36,317 wore 
recovered, leaving a balance of Kis. 21,560 as due to 
Government at the end of the year, which, when

of previous years to the amount of Rs, 17,241 were adjusted. Considering the 
very disastrous character of the season and having regard to the difficulty in 
sealising the amounts in respect of those kothis, which were abolished owing 
to reduction of cultivation, the Board notice that the amount outstanding is 
small, and that the collections are creditable to the officers concerned, 

In Benares the value of the opium delivered was Rs. 1,71,98,043, The pay- 
ments made for this opium were (1) at settlements Rs. 41,18,529, (2) at wash: 
ments Rs. 1,17,32,248, (3) at final adjustments Rs. 15,92,328, giving a total of 
Rs. 1,74,43,105 or Rs. 2,45,062 in excess of the value of the opium. Rupees 
2,43,668 of this excess were made good by (1) yyments before weighments 
Rs, 28,505, (2) repayments during weighments Rs. 2,03,020, and (3) repayments 
at final adjustments tis.

20. Advances for wells. * * Inthe Bihar Agency 119 pucka wells 
were constructed, 1,432 earthen wells were dug, and 62 masonry wells wore 
repaired. 
gy In the Benares Agency there was a marked increase in the amounts 
advanced in the Ghazipur, Azamgarh and Etawah Divisions: in the Mainpuri 
Division a marked decrease. During the year 598 masonry wells and 781 
kutcha wells were completed, and 877 masonry wells and 807 kutcha wells were 
under construction, at the close of the year, in this Agency. Advances were

26. Manufacture and surply of Eveise opium.—Two thousand six hundred 
and seven chests, 285 cakes were manufactured this year at Patna, against 
2,288 chests, 30 cakes last year. The aggregate cost of the manufacture’ of 
this opium was Rs, 9,278-12-6, giving an average of Rs, 3-9-5 per chest 
compared with Rs, 3-12-8 last year, showing a decrease of annas 3-3 per chest 
manufactured, This is due to the larger amount manufactured. 

At Ghazipur 5,9174 maunds or 3,045 chests were manufactured during the 
year; and the cost of manufacture of a chest of Excise opium was Rs, 5-10-11, 
‘as against Rs, 5-11-0in the preceding year. ‘Tho differenco in the cost at 
the two factories is chiefly due to the difference of the average consistence of 
the raw opium produced in the two Agencios—the Benares opium requiring 
more labour and amgetippaltio nt to raise it to the required consistence.

29, Expenditure —The total eas of the Bihar Agency amounted 
to Rs, 61,82,930, as compared with Rs. 73,75,481 in the previous year. The 
decrease 18 mainly dae to'the decrease in the total amount of opium’ delivered ; 
and in consequence, the average cost per maund and per chest of opium rose 
from Rs, 277 to Rs. 246 and from Rs. 497 to Rs. 502, respectively. 

In the Benares Agency the total expenditure of the season has also fallen 
to Rs. 1,93,41,243 from Rs. 2,14,44,783 in tho previous year. ‘Tho average 
cost per maund of opium has been Rs, 269 as compared with Rs. 266.in the 

revious year, and the average cost per chest was its, 494, against Rs. 467,- the 
increase in both cases being due to smaller outturn. 

30. Cost of a chest of provision opium and net revenue-—During the 
calendar year 1907, 50,400 chests of provision opiam were sold in equal pro- 
portions from Bihar and Benares and the average prices realized for a chest front 
each Agency were Rs, 1,397 and Rs. 1,547, or Rs. 1,872 for both combined, 
against an average of Rs, 1,370 in 1906. The total sale-proceeds in 1907 
amounted to Rs. 6,91,75,475. “The total cost of manufacture of the produce 
(including Prosidency charges, etc.) amounted to Rs. 1,24 99,187 in Bihar and 
to Rs. 1,29,51,610 in Bonares, or a total of Rs. 2,54,50,797, giving an average 
cost per chest of Rs. 505. ‘The not revenue derived from opium during the two 
calendar years’ 1906 and 1907 amounted to Rs. 4,54,02,094 and Rs. 4,37,24,679, 
respectively, 

Pot. jales.—The spit sales during the twelve months from November 
1906 to October 1907 comprised 45,257 chests manufactured in 1904-1905 
and 5,948 chests manufactured in 1905-1906, in all 51,200 chests, of which 
half was taken from each Agency in monthly lots of 4,400 chests during 
November 1906 to June 1907, and of 4,000 obits during July to October

Skies were cloudy or foggy in the northern districts and generally clear ete oe 
‘At the beginning of the last wook of the month a shallow aroa of low pressure began to 
move across Northern India from Sind on the 24th, reaching the area under report on the 
26th. It gave a few light falls of rain, chiefly in Assam, on the 27th, Soh and 29tb. 
During this week skios were almost clear exoopt during the period of rainfall, Temperature 
was in defect in Bihar on the 24th; it then rose and an excess was shewn in parts on the 
27th and 28th, which disappeared next day and was replaced by a defect on the 30th in 
the south-west of the division. 


Summary of temperaiure.—Gonorally temperature was normel in Eastern Bengal and 
‘Assam, but unusually cool weather provailed in tho province of Bengal. The lowest 
temperature observed during the month was 35°3 at Darbbanga, and the highest was 87.9 at 
stack.

Explanatory.—This forecast furnishes an estimate of the 
area and outturn of the rabi-crops excluding wheat,” cotton, 
oilseeds and sugarcane for which separate forecasts are 
issued, Of these crops the chief ure rico, barley, gram and 3 
other food crops (including oats, rahar, kalai, mung, peas, bade 
lentils, khesari, kurthi, buck-wheat, cheena, potatoes, yams, 


melons, chillies, and other vegetable crops). One-half of > 3 
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the rabd area of the Province is included in the seven districts 
of the Patna Division and of the remainder, three-quarters 
is included in the Bhagalpur and Presidency Divisions. In 
the districts of the Burdwan, Orissa and Ohota Nagpur 
Divisions the radi crop is of minor importance. 

2. Character of the Season.—The failure of the monsoon 
prevented the sowing of a normal area and the dryness of 
the soil affected the growth of the crop sown. The first 
rain came in the middle of December and showers fell in 
January and February, improving the prospects, especially in 
Bihar.” The season has been a very bad one in Lower 
Bengal and Chota Nagpur and even in the Bhagalpur and 
Patna Divisions it has not been a favourable one. 

3, Area sown.—The normal area under these raéi crops 
in this Province is now estimated to be 7,982,100 acres. 
The area actually sown this year was only 5,990,200 acres 
or 75 per cent. of the normal. 

4. Outiurn—The estimated outturn in the 19 districts 
where the area under radi is 15 per cent. or more of the 
total cropped area of the district is as follows:— 

Darbhanga, 100; Muzaffarpur, 82; Purnea, 80; Patna, 
78; Bhagalpur, 74; Khulna, 73; Monghyr, 67; Gaya and 
Saran, 65; Singhbhum, 60; Champaran, 69; Midnapur and 
Sontha] Parganas, 58 ; Shahabad, 56; Palamau, 53; Murshi- 
dabad 43; Nadia 39; Jessore 37. 

According to the District Officers’ estimates the outturn 
of the various rzdi crops of the Province amounts to 70 per 
cent. of a normal crop compared with 75 per cent. estimated 
last year. The summer rice crop is estimated at 73 per 
cent. Following the usual method of calculation the gross 
outturn of the Province comes to 814,100 cwts. compared 
with 1,014,600 cwts last year.

Rs. 30-4 per square mile. There was an apparent rise in Monghyr, but this 
was due to extra triangulation carried out for topographical purposes. There 
™ was a much more noticeable reduction in the cost of cailastral survey and initial 
yeoord-writing. ‘This work was still boing done by the Survey Departmont in 
the districts of Bhagalpur and Monghyr. In the former, the cost-rate fell from 
Rs 1:47 to Rs. 109 per aa’ mile, while in tho latter, where the work was 
newly started, it was only Rs. 106, In the district of Ranchi where for the 
last two years, the system has been introduced of carrying on cadastral. opars- 
tions through the agency of the Settlement Department assisted by a Survey 
Department officer as” professional adviser, the cost-rate was still lower. 
Jewas Rs, 86°24 as against Re. 89°52 in 1905-06, and an avorage of more than 
Rs. 100 in the previous years when the work was still in direct charge of tho 
Survey Department. The average of these parce years was of course 
affected by the heavy expenditure which has to be incurred on buildings, tents 
and other non-recurring charges at the beginning of a settlement. Tis is 
exemplified in the case of Singhbhum where the reported cost-rate of 1906-07 
is Rs, 124, but a much smaller rate is anticipated for the area completed in 
athe current field season, On the other hand, the rates of the Setilement 
‘Department have it to their credit that they include the cost of supervision of 
Ymitial record-writing by Revenue Officers which was excluded from the Survey 
» Department rates. On the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that 
athe new system has been a success, and he endorses the remark of the Direetor 
that the lowness of the cost-rate is l.ighly creditable to the Settlement Officor. 
is hoped that equally satisfacfory results will be attained in the Bihar 
districts, where the same system of cadastral survey control has been introduced 
from October 1907, 

4, The settlement operations in Chota Nagpur have resulted in the 
aeeumulation of a mass of information regarding the local agrarian conditiois 
and customs and the main causes of dispute between landlord and tenant. 
‘The existing law has been carefully reviewed in the light of this information, 
and s Bill hagfbecn drafted which it is hoped shortly to introduce into Council 
api which, when passed, may be expected to provide a_ satisfactory 

ttlement of this troublesome subject, Paragraphs 109, 111, 122 and 123 
of the Report under review contain some interesting remarks regarding 
oecupaticy and jungle rights, rents, village headmen, ete. 

5. During the attestation proceedings in South Bhagalpur it was found 

that illegal enhancements liad been made almost universall: ishacer an estate 
» had changed hands. In many cases they were defen on the ground of 
landlords’ improvements, but the rents had been enhanced to such an extent 
thatthe outlay on the improvement was very speedily recouped. In one case, 
after the issue of the notification under section 101 (1) of the Bengal ‘Denaney 
Act, ordering the survey and the preparation of a record-of-tights, the land: 
lord moved the Civil Court under svction 158 (1) (@) for a declaration of 
the rent payable, and induced the raiyats to agree to an illegal enhancement. 
The Civil Court accepted the compromis2 without enquiry. In futare suc!

pa difficulty in South BI sealons Deepen complicated problems of status 
and rent enhancement, ‘The ifficulty arose in a more intense form in South 
Monghyr where it was left to be disposed of in the attestation of the following 
year. A new feature of the work was the preparation of a special irrigation 
record to which considerable attention was given. - 

6, Settlement of fair rents in the district of Purnea resulted in a 
moderate enhancement of 8 62 per cent. It was allowed mainly on the ground, 
of @ rise in prices, The settlement of rents in the Balarampur estate of the 
Midnapore district caused an increase of 57 cent. in the rent-roll. They 
main portion of the enbancement was derived from the reassessment of tenure- 
holders who had enjoyed without alteration of their rents all the profits of the 
oxtensive reclamation that had occurred in the estate since the previous settlo- 
ment. The enhancement was eased off in the majority of cases by progressi’ 
assessment, Raiyats’ rents were enhanced by 3 annas in the rupee whi 
was more than justified by the rise in prices. Proposals were submitted during 
the year for the assessment of the large temporarily-settled estates of 
Jallamotha and Majnamutha which are now under direct’ management. Tlerg 
also it has been decided to take an enhancement of 3 annas in the rupee 
on the ground of rise in prices. , 
7. The recovery of costs was stopped in Purnea in consequence ‘of loss 

ps caused by floods, Out of a total demand of Rs. 7,18,639, only 
10,822, which was voluntarily paid by landlords, was realized. In Ranchi 
the full demand of the year (Rs. 1,66,569) was collected ; and the Lioutenant- 
Governor observes with satisfaction that recourse to the certificate procedure 
was necessary for only Rs. 736 payable by landlords. * 

8. The revision of the records of the last settlement of Orissa, with a 
view to their continuous maintenance, was commenced in Balasore in December 
1906. ‘The progress was very slow. This was due in a great measure to 
sickness amongst the subordinates, the novelty uf the work and the inex- 
perience of most of the supervising staff. But it was also due in part to over- 
elaboration in the initial record-writing, which seriously retarded attestation. 
A simpler procedure has now been prescribed, and the staff has 
reorganized. It is hoped that this will ensure more rapid progress in future,» 

The maintenance of records in Sambalpur was carried on satisfactorily. 
‘The present Report shows some improvement in the record of mutations and 
inspection of rentrolls of Government estates; but in Wards’ estates 
was a falling off as compared with the previous year. The Bonrd of Revenue 
will shortly issue revised rules on this subject. 

9, The Lieutenaut-Governor has read with pleasure the remarks made 
by the Director of Land Records regarding the extended use which is being 
wade of settlement records by the Courts and Executive officers of Government. 
lvis stated that they are now freely referred to by the Civil and Criminal 
Courts, and are generally accepted as presumptive evidence of the facts recorded 
in them. ‘They form the basis of management in all Government and Wards’ . 
estates, The thana index-maps, which are compiled from the village cadastral

74, The whole area of 638 square miles traversed, was topographically 


surveyed on a scale of four inches to one mile and mapped on 66 5

24-Parganas is now completed, 

76, The entire area is intersected with tidal rivers and creeks, land areas

78. The order for the survey of this district was conveyed in the Board’s 
letter No, 5889A,, dated the 6th December 1906 and the establishment, on com- 
pletion of the 24-Parganas Sundarbans, left Canning Town on the 8th February 
1907 and encamped at Nakipur, a small villago on the northern limit of the 
Khulna Sundarbans area. Field work closed on the 20th April when the party 
returned to recess quarters at Barrackpore, The programme was the traverse 
and topographical survey of 84g: square miles of Bovernment Resorved forests.

80, ‘The area traversed was 953 square ‘miles (or 113 square miles ix 
excess of the programme), The whole area was divided into 45.0 locks.

84, The nature of the country is similar to that of the 24-Parganas, 
Sundarbans, except that the whole tract is Government Reserve Forest contain- 
img much good timber, Khals and streams are innumerable and form a com- 
plete network over the whole area. It would he impossible to make a survey 
without the aid of steam-launches, flats and boats as the difficulties are 
abnormal, 

Topographical Survey. 

85. The entire area of 953 square miles traversed was topographically 
surveyed on a scale of 2” tol mile and the mapping has been done on 3) 
sheets.

87, Trace maps of the whole area’ have been prepared for the Forest 
officer, and the season’s work will be completed before the camp'takes the field 
next season, ‘The programme of the next season is the completion of the 
survey of the Khulna Sundarbans, an area of about 1,050 square miles.

123. Item (¢’. Inside Municipal. limits 2,617 boundary disputes were 
dealt with by the end of July when the Sub-Deputy Collector, who was helping 
in this work, reverted to his substantive appointment ; during the current year 
370 disputes lying inside and 241 outside Ttanicipal limits were disposed. of. 
There were 51 appeals preferred, all of which have been dismissed; man 
disputes after appeal ‘were taken to the civil courts, but with what results we do 
not yet know, and so none of tho boundaries have been changed ; these disputes 
are all taken to the civil courts with reference to the claim made by the 
Corporation to roadside drains. 

124, The owners during the year have shown very much moro interest in 
the proceedings than they have done in other years; tho value of the work is 
apparently appreciated and where owners formerly had to be summoned to 
attend, they now come forward of their own accord and apply for furthoe 
enquiry 8 regards ownership and boundaries of holdings. is appretiation 
hhoa resulted in inereased work, which, howéyer, is not a matter for regret; with 
yegard to boundaries, these can generally be disposed of, but where title is 
concerned, the applicants are referred to the civil courts, after documents have 
‘been inspected and depositions taken, 

125, Item (@) is fairly well advanced ; an extra officer was appointed to 
attend-to the examination of maps and his appointment has prevented arrears 
of work accumulating. Out of 897 maps of the Suburban area for the 
Calcutta Corporation, only 87 remain to be drawn, until orders are received 
regarding the adjustment of the boundaries along the lines of junction of City 
and Suburban areas, the drawing of these sheets must be beld in abeyance, the 
remaining 360 maps are in different stages of completion. 

126. Of. fair maps for revenue purposes, there will be, in all, 469 sheets 
drawn in skeleton on the 50-feot scale, these will only show the boundaries of 
the holdings of the Panchannogram Government Estate with the Municipal 
holdings contained in each revenue holding. 

There will also be 20 maps on the 32-inch scale of the Subdivision of. the 
Panchannogram Estate lying outside Municipal limits, those maps will be 
drawn in detail, 

Of the 40 feet maps 256 have been drawn, since, when vandyked, one 
set of numbers of holdings will be in red and the others in black, duplicate 
copies will have to be made, one showing all detail required in red and the 
corners of sheets and the other all other details, Only the maps of subdivi- 
sions which have been attested can be taken in hand. Of the 32-inch scale maps 
only one has been drawn. 

‘Che examination of all the maps mentioned in this paragraph as well as 
the rete, remains to be done. 

127. In item (¢) the only traversing done is that of 1,498 acres for the 
Port Commissioners; there still remains, however, a further tract to be tra- 
versed, the area to be dealt with having been under-estimated originally. 

128, Item (f) of the Port Commissioners’ area, the detail survey of 600 
acres of the lands traversed was carried out; this work has been delayed by 
the great amount of water which accumulated during the rains, in some paris 
considerable areas being entirely submerged. 

129, No traversing or detail survey other than that mentioned in last 
two paragraphs has been done during the year. The work referred to in 
item (g) has not because holdings have been freely divided and in 
some places the old daries have been encroached upon, or changed ; in order 
to facilitate this work, application nas been made to have the area notified for

130, The completion of survey and demarcation of one subdivision which

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181. Item (2). Where are 69 khasras in the Pachannogram Kstate and 
all have been completed and submitted for attestation, the lust two being 
despatched on the 2ad August .07.

There are four other Government Hstate Khasras which have been sub- 
mitted® not yet attested.

132. Item (i) has been completed, except for areas to be divided into 
revenue holdings, these are dealt with as they are received from the Attestation 
Officer. 


REPORT ON THE BENGAL DRAWING OFFICE. 
. * . . * 

134, The reproduction outturn of the office has increased considerably 
in the last year and the whole staff has been compelled to work long hours to 
meet the demands put upon it. It had been hoped that all arrears work would 
be completed by Ist April 1908, but, from the progress made up to the 30th 
September 1907, it is obvious that considerable arrears will have to be dealt 
with in the recess season of 1908. It cannot be said that there has beon 
any failure so far; the plant available is insufficient to cope with the vast 
amount of work required, and if the plant were increased, ina year’s time a 
portion of it ‘would have t» lie idle ; to increase the plant now would therefore 
not be an economical move, while to obtain a larger outturn from the number 
of press2s, etc., now available, seems impossible.

Trijunction Mark and Thana Mapping Section, 


143. The trijunction mark maps of ten thanas of District Darbhanga 
(88 copies), of three thanas of North Monghyr (208 copies) and four thanas 
of North Bhagalpur (256 copies), one thana of Cuttack (nine copies), completing 
the Cuttack District, have been prepared. Of scattered cadastrally surveyed 
areas maps for portions of six thanas of Gaya (22 copies) and two thanas 
of Patna (six copies) have been made. In District Purnea the work has 
been pushed forward as hastily as possible; the thana maps of this District 
ure urgently needed, and to meet this demand, instead of awaitirg the 2” 
drawing of the Standard sheets, we have had to compile special 2” plots in 
many cases. The result has been less delay than would have occurred if the 
2” standard mapping had been awaited, but the system isnot an economical one. 

144. Three hundred and forty copies of the Trijunction mark maps of 
nine thanas of Ranchi and 36 copies of two thanas of Singhbhum (Saraikela 
and Kharsawan Estates: have been printed and supplied from maps prepared 
from mujmilis made by Settlement Officers. 

145. The Thana maps of four thanas of North Bhagalpur and two 
thanas of Purnea Listrict (200 copies of each) have been prepared and issued 
to the Director of Land Reeords; in addition to these 200 copies of each of 
nine thanas of Ranchi District and four thanas of the Singhbhum District 
(Saraikela and Kharsawan) have been made from traces sent by the Settlement 

eer. 

146, The whole question of thana mapping needs very careful considera- 
tion. Lam at present in communication with the Director of Land Records on 
the subject, avd have every hope that a system which will result in increased 
rapidity of outturn, economy and ieaeetey of method will shortly be 
possible, ‘

147. In paragraph 113 of Jast year’s report, Major Crichton gave the 
outturn of the office for 1905-06 as 462,001 copies Base produced by the 
ee process and despatched, This year the outturn is 505,945 maps;

and Assam, this comparison hardly shows the relative amount of work done

226 only a portion of the examination remains to be done. Of the 102 sheets

158. Inthe Bank Government Estate of Cuttack, in last year’s report it 
was mentioned that, owing to the colour having been used on tho revised 
settlement trace maps, direct reproduction was impossible ; it was also mention- 
ed that 211 original paper traces of the 144 villages of this estute were being 
corrected before reproduction, and that the additions and corrections made 
at the time of revision survey were-so numerous, that it was decided, instead 
of correcting the original maps, to file with the originals, copies of their 
corrected paper traces. Out of the 174 paper traces corrected last year, discre- 

cies were found in 71 villages; others had to be referred back to tho 
Collector; in addition 22 villages on 24 sheets had to be returned to the 
Collector for rectification, as a comparison with the originals showed the 
traces to be out of proportion. Of 115 villages so far sent back to the Collector 
93 have beon received back corrected up to date, so taking into account the 
660 copies of 22 traces supplied last year, only 150 traces could be yandyked 
in this year, 2,280 additional copies have been supplied, making a total of 
2,940 copies (98 traces) to date, 30 copies of each trace being required. 

159. In Angul 978 sheets have been traced, and two copies of each 
supplied, The traces fell on 1,003 sheets and so 2,006 copies were issued. 

160. As regards reproduction for attestation purposes, the following work 
was done during the year:— 
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In the Sonthal Parganas, out of 150 sheets sent for reproduction, two 
copies each of the 14 fit for direct reproduction, were issued ; the remaining 136 
sheets were, owing to colours and stains occurring on them, unfit for direct 
reproduction and were sent back to the Settlement Officer. 

The Director vf Land Records is taking steps to avoid a recurrence of this 
occurrence and I have sont him details by which the Settlement Officer,

gctevision ofthe Sarr? *4 Considerable modifications in Parts I and IT of the 
Pee ta Manual wero necessitated by the passing. of the 
Bengal Tenancy Amendment Bill (I of 1907). The Manual and appendices also 
required recasting on aceount of the large number of Circular Orders issued by 
the Board since 1900. Part ILI of the Manual dealing with survey was, at the 
same time, to be no longer adequate owing to the transfer of cadastral 
operations from the Survey of India to the Settlement Department. Proposals 
to revise the Manual were submitted to the Board by Mr. Kerr in his letter 
No. I—T., dated 25th April 1907, and, in Government Order No. 469T.—R., 
dated 8th May 1907, Mr. J. A. Hubback, 1¢,8., of the Bihar Settlement, 
was deputed to Darjecling to assist Mr.’ Kerr in revising the settlement 
portion of the Manual. Mr. J. Reid, 1.0.8., Settlement Officer of Ranchi, 
was entrusted with the work of recasting the survey portion of the Manual. 
It was considered advisable to divide the Bucy and Settlement Manal, 1900, 
into two separate volumes, one dealing with survey and the other dealing with 
settlement.

It was considered more 
Mifbemary to take measures for the preservation of existing jungle areas than to 
encourage their conversion into inferior rice lands, An assessment of these 
lands was so made. as to divide their profits between the proprietors, Mandals 
and Government. i 
The Mandals of certain villages of Kalyanpur submitted a memorial 
praying for an increase in the allowances payable to them by Government 
chiefly on the ground of improvements made by them in their lands. Their 
representations were thoroughly investigated by the Settlement Officer and my 
predecessor (Mr. Kerr), and it was found that their claims were unfounded. 
In the Balarampur estate the assessment proposals submitted by 
Mr. Taylor at the close of the provious year were approved in Board’s letter 
No. 835A.—T., dated the 16th tay 1907. In this estate, also, questions 
regarding the status of Aimadars and the assessment of jungles, which 
were in all essentials identical with those in Kalyanpur, were thoroughly 
examined. The status difficulty had been referred to the Board previously in 
1904, and it was then decided that the Aimadars were tenure-holders within 
the meaning of the Bengal Tenaney Act, No facts were brought to light in the 
course of the present operations which necessitated a reconsideration of the 
previous orders, As regards jungle areas, the customary rights of the tenants 
were recorded and an assessment was ordered by the Board on the basis of the 
assets actually levied by the tenure-holders from the jungles, The rates of 
rent imposed in the case of non-aimadari villages were practically the same as 
in pargana Kalyanpur. An enhancement of three annas in the rupee was

disposal. The chief feature of the work was the prevalence of illegal onhance- 
ments, Enhancements were found to have been almost universally made 
whenever an estate changed hands, and in many estates Srery five or seven 
yearsas well, The amount of the enhancement often exceeded two annas in 
the rupee, even when it did not follow within 15 years of a previous enhance- 
ment. The enhancements were frequently defended on the ground of Jand- 
lords’s improvement, and this was usually accepted as a good defence, provided 
that two enhancements within 15 years had not been made. There was no 
doubt that considerable sums had been spent on irrigation by tho landlords, 
but they generally enhunced to such an extent that their outlay was very 
speedily -eireercf One landlord adopted a new method of attempting to 
legalise enhanced rents. After issue of the notification under section 101(2) 
of the Tenancy Act, directing the survey and the preparation of the record-of- 
rights, he applied to the Civil Court, under section 158 of the Act, for a declara- 
tion of the rent payable, and induced the raiyats concerned to compromise on 
an illegally enhanced rent: thus in one village the rate was Re. 1-9 in 1300. 
In 1501 this was raised to Rs. 2 and in 1309 to Rs, 2-8. Last year, after 
khanapuri, had begun, the landlord applied to the Civil Court, under the above 
section, for the determination of the rent payable, claiming a rate of Rs, 2-10. 
Eventually, after no less than eleven adjournments, the raiyats compromised and 
agreed to pay at the rate of Rs. 2-8. This was held by the Civil Court, 
without further enquiry, to be the rent payable, My predecessor discussed 
the case in his inspection note, and was of opinion that the decision of 
the Munsiff, who not all the facts before him, could not be followed.

The local custom, which drew no distinction, does 
not ap to have been sufficiently brought to notice before the Civil Courts, 
with the result that the provisions of the law were made to supersede existing 
custom and to abolish rights not'expressly specified in ths law. Itis a curious 
fact that in the Sonthal Parganas, where a similar distinction is laid down 
in the Settlement Regulations, no distinctions in practice has ever been drawn 
between the occupancy and non-occupancy raiyats. All were treated alike in 
the first settlements and all are now treated alike, 

The incidence of rents was found to be most unequal. In the parts of 
Gumla adjoining Lohardaga rents were found in many villages to be very 
high, averaging as much as Rs. 5 per acro. ‘Vhis high incidence is to a 

tt extent attributable to the success which certain landlords achieved 
in securing decrees of rents at fictitious rates. Where raiyats are illiterate, 
it is always casy for landlords to manipulate rates and deceive the Courts, 
These unequal rents have led, in many cases, to heartburning and_ill- 
will, and, in somo instances, to the complete or partial abandonment of 
villages. On the other hand, in some parts of the area the rates of rent were 
extromely low, averaging only 4 to 8 annas per acre. This is due, in somo 
cases, to the raiyats’ reclaiming and including in their holdings new lands 
without payment of additions] rent and in others to their obtaining decrees in, 
the Civil Courts at unduly low rates on account of the landlords’ failure to 
keep proper accounts, In all such areas a settlement of fair and equitable 
rent is urgently required to level the more glaring inequalities, which naturally 
give rise to discontent on one side or the other,

145, Of tha 19 Wards’ estates included in tho return, only threo, the Sheo- 
jar and Parsoni estates in Muzaffarpur and Lugma in Bhagalpur have reached 
the preseribed standard, «In the Nayagramestate in Midnapore and Dompara in 
Cuttack no mutations were recorded-owing to settlement operations. In the 
Delang estate in. Puri the mutation work was insufficient, and steps have been 
taken to improve the present system. In the Deo estates in Gaya the per- 
centage of mutations was 1°01 against -71 in the precading year, and the Jowness 
of the percentage is attributed to the fact that many villages are let out iu thita 
or mukarari leases. In the Hathiwa estate in. Saran the explanation of low 
percentage is the prevalence of the system of usufructuary mortgages b 
Vnich the tenants avoid outright alienation, In other three petty estates of this ™ 
district tho standard was not attvined on account of the absence of penalties 
for non-registration.

The percentage was 100 in the case of 14 
estates, The percentage was seriously deficient in the Bettiah estate aguin 
during the year under report, being 0°98 as compared with 2°7 in the preceding 
year, The Commissioner of Patoa reports’ that steps have been taken to 
secure better results in future, the low figures being mainly due to defects in 
the existing form of thikadaré leases.

Similar testimony comes from nearly every district. The Collector of 
Saran suggests the issue of a general circular that lands in eases under section 
145;Criminal Procedure Code, be always identified by the Police by thei 
survey numbers. The Collector of Bhagalpur has suggested that all Civil 
Courts should be required to insist upon a similar identification of lands in 
plaints that are filed before them. ‘The suggestion was favourably considered 
‘pat the last Com nissioners’ Conference in Darjeeling. 

“149. There is everywhere evidence of a growing disposition on tho part 

‘eof both Crimiual and Civil Courts to accept the settlement record as presumptive 
evidence of the facts entered in it. So faras the Civil Courts are concerned, 
the tendency will no doubt receive considerable stimulus from the scheme 
whereby selected Munsifs are being deputed for training in settlement work.

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152. Burdwan Division,—The proportion of boundary marks found to be 
damaged or missing is high, but this is explained by tho fact that several of 
the estates in the Burdwan district consist of Diara areas where it is difficult 
to maintain houndary marks, 1 have excluded from the statement the clay 
cylinders put down in the Pataspur estates of Midnapore. ‘Thesegyere not 
permanent marks, and the majority of them have cereal in the natural 
course of things. As reported last year, most of the khas mahals and the 
Nayagram Ward’s estate in Midna are at present under settlement. 
Arrangements for the maintenance of boundary marks in these estates will be 
made on receipt of the mujmili maps end registers from the Settlemeut 
Department. 

158, Presidency Division—The proportion of boundary pillars of Goyern- 
ment estates found to be damaged is high, being 336 out of a total of 2,349 
inspectod. Most of the damages is reported from the 24-Parganas, where 260 
out of 1,154 inspected were placed in this eategory. In this district the 
supervision of the marks within town areas has been entrusted to 
head constables or town chaukidars, while similar duties in rural areas 
have been seleaees to the defadars, Registers of boundary marks in forms 
suited to local conditions and approved by the Board of Kevenue are 
being opened in place of the old registers.

154. Paina Division—The proportion of bonndary pillars in Government 
estates found to be damaged or missing compares fayourably with the proportion 
already noticed in the Burdwan and the Presidency Divisions, but the opposite 
is the case with respect to zamindari estates, No explanation has been offered 
by the local officers as to this variation, A complete list of all boundary 
marks in the Government and Wards’ estates in Gaya was prepared during the 
year. One thousand two hundred and sixty-one pillars were purchased towards 
the ond of 1905-06 and 47o during the year of re; ort, the cost of the latter, 
including distribution, amounting to Ks. «29. Of the 1,734 pillars purchased, 
1,688 were erected at a cost of Rs. 154. 

155, Bhagalpur Division,—There is nothing special to notice in respect 
of this Division.

In respect of the Government estates of the district of Balasore, however, the 
boundary marks were inspected by the khas mahal establishment, The marks 
in the Banki Government estate and the Dompsra Ward’s estate in Outtack 
appear to have been duly inspected, with the result that only a small number in 
the former was found to be missing or damaged. In Angul boundary marks 
have received special attention in the course of the resettlement of the estate 
which is now proceeding.

As 
reported last year, the boundary marks in Palamau are regularly looked after 
and replaced where necessary by the maintenance peshkars. In Ranchi the 
subject isengaging the careful atteation uf the Settlement Department. Special 
instructions, explaining the object of trijunction pillars, have been issued for 

@ guidance of Attestation Officers, who are roquired to check the position of 
20 per cent. of all stones or pillars erected by their Surveyor Munsarims, The 
Settlement Officer himself has checked the position of a large number of stones 
and pillars, and found the work generally well dono. Registers and trijunotion 
marks maps for an area of 2,249 square miles have been made over to the 
Deputy Commissioner, and his attention bas been invited to the rules regurd- 
ing the maintenance of marks, with the result that some cases of removal of 
stones by interested parties have been detected. Similar registers and maps 
for an additional area of 1,618 square miles which have been attested will 
shortly be made over to the Deputy Commissioner.

TIL. Biection to vacancis, etc.—(1) The annual election of foundationers 
was held in the month of January as usual. For the 24 vacancies advertised 
71 applications were received; but one more vacancy having subsequently 
occurred, 25 girls were elected on the recommendation of a sub-committee 
consisting of the Ven’ble Archdeacon Luckman, the Revd, Father A. Van de 
Mergel, 8.s., the Revd. Titus Lowe and Mr. W. W. Hornell. Of the girls 
elected 12 wore placed at the Loreto Convent, Entally (seven at the Orphanage 
und five at the Boarding School), nine at the Calcutta Girls’ High School, two 
at the Pratt Memorial School, Calcutta, and two at the Calcutta Free School, 

(2) Of the 12 girls withdrawn during the year nine had attained the age 
of 17 years, the limit ordinarily allowed under the rules; while two were 
withdrawn by their parents before they had attained that age, and one died, 

(3) Of the girls who were withdrawn during the course of the year, and 
in respect of whom reports have been received, one is employed at 
photographer’s studio learning the work ; two intend learning short-hand and 
type-writing, and one is engaged to be married, Another intends earning ber 
own livelihood as soon as she can get. suitable employment, and is at_presout 
studying shorthand and typo-writing. 

At the close of the year there were 144 girls on the foundation against 131 
in the preceding year.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN iN 
BENGAL AND IN EASTERN BUNGAL D ASSAM FOR THE 
MONTH OF FEBRUARY 1908. 


Ar the beginning of the month a depression from Persia orossed Northern Indis. 
Tt gave nearly rein in the northern half of the area under report on the Ist and 
Qnd aod a few alls ou tho 3rd. Rain again occurred on the Sth, 6th and 7th’ in Chota 
Nagpur and Bihar. Daring this first woek skies wore moderately to heavily clouded and 
‘on most days temperature was highor than usual,"especially at night. In the second week 
Cf the month some rain fell in Hastern Bengal and Assam and at Darjeeling. Temperature 
was generally normal or in dofost, the dofisieney occurring chiefly in the south-western 
districts. Skies were rraerrigge heavily clouded during the greater part of the week 
in the north-eastern districts, During the third woek of the month rain fell in South Assam 
‘and Ohittagong on the Lbth. Skics were clear, except in Eastern Bengal ‘and Assam, on the 
15th and 20th, aud in Orissa from the 16th to the end of the Temperature was 
approximately normal. During the week ending the 27th Sibsagar light fall of rain 
‘on tho 2lst. Skies were almost clear and temperature was normal except for: an excess 
shown on the 21st. During the last few days the weather was affected Py another depressiony” 
which swept across Northern India, Rain fell chiefly in the northern districts on the 29th. 
‘Temperature was normal or in exoess, the fall of temperature’ which usually follows » 
deprossion not taking place till the beginning of the next month. 


Summary of temperature. —Temperaturo was in slight exocss during the month in Bengal 
tod Esstem, Bongaly sbout normal in Bihar, Chote Nagpor and Assam, and in slight 
defect in Orissa. “he lowest temperature observed during the month was 41-3 a: Motibari 
snd the highest (97-3) was reoorded at Midnapore and Singhbhum.

Rupees 120 was the foo fixed by a former Commissioner as a special oaso for the 
restanrant at the Zoo whero the attendanoo is mora or less restricted. 

{The origin of the very high fee of Rs, 2,000 year, paid for the restaurant at the 
‘unicipal Market is obsoure. ‘That foo bas been paid for many years Apparently the 
establishment originally held what was thon known as a glass license subjeot to sale by 
‘auction and when it was changed to a restaurart license the then proprietor offered or 
reed to pay Rs, 2,000 a year in spite of the faot that the hour of closure was fixod at 9 r.x. 
That ‘was some 15 or 17 years ago and the samo conditions have continued to the present day. 
The restavrant alsohas a bettle license at a foo of Re, 1,000. your which admits of silos by 
the bottle. ‘The hour of closure for w bottle license being 9 r.x., the restaurant has to close at 
pe hour or there would be iilicit sales under the bottle license which it would be impossible 
to check.

The Excise Committeo specified 30° U.P. as the highest evel which should be ordinarily 
isgued, and & gradual revorsion to the former practice is a raform that the Uoramittee would 
strongly recommend. 

27. (ie) The limit of retail saie.—Tne Oommittes would advise a reduction in the 
limit of retail sale of country spirit to six bottles, instead of 12 bottles as now obtains, as 
thoy believe that such restriction would tend to check illcit sales. Thay cannob, however, 
recommend a further reduction in the limit in view of the consideration that, there being no 
limit to the retail sale of imported liquor, any differential treatment detrimental to country 
spit may possibly result in an in demand for foreign, which it is the declared 
objeot of Government to discourage.

the ction of Galoutta includes most of what was formerly Known as’ Punahanw 

ig name epeeents the 56 villages of which Mirjafar ronewed tho grant in 1758. 

1794 to 1888 the area of Oaloutta proper, which lay within the Mahratta ditoh, remained 
unaltered at 5,000 acres approximately, "This arcs includes venioaly, the first 18 out of 
the 25 wards into which fhe present Municipality is divided. “In tho later year, by tho 
inclusion of part of the suburbs, the area was incroased to over 18,000 acres. Up tu 1831 
the population of Calcutta proper did nat exoeed 200,000, By 185) it had inoreased to 
about 400,000, and in 1881 it only slightly exceeded that number, In 1901 it had reached 
542,00; of course the enrlier estimates had no preteves to accuracy. Although mention of 
the Coomat Mohal is to be found in earlier accounts, the Company does not appear to have 
turned it to profitable account. In 1758'the arrack farm was leased at public outory te’ 
a Mr. Hurdle for Rs, 400, and when it was discoutinied, he was given the office of “ Publio 
Soavonger” in compensation! ‘Tho first attempt at regulating the traffic appears to have 
eon made in 1760 whon a Committes was appointed for the purpose of “lodging the 
tole liberty of distilling and vending in the hands of one persou by farm, bocauso tho 
present anlimited privilege of distilling and vending arraok by tho inhubitants of this 
Vlaoo iojuriously affects the health’ of the army and shipping and causes riot’ and 
listurbances,”” 
7. Aooordingly the so-called “Coomer Mehal,” both of Galoatta and Panchannogram’ 
(the suburbs), ‘was farmed at auction, In 1772 we find the farm of Oaloutta held by 
Mr. Levelt on an annual rental of Rs, 10,000, but he complained of unlicensed sale by 
Huroponns, and that he was only able to dispose of very small proportion of the total 
importations of arraolc, Ele eventually had to resign the mouopoly as ho oould not enforoe 
it. At the time of resignation ho bad oj 81 shops, but apparently ‘he only dealt 


in rum. 

In 1782 all shops within 10 milos of Caloutta wore prohibited. This prohibition’ 
affected 164 shops, excluding 15, which were hold by Mr Lovett under the sboyementioned 
grant. Tho order was not striotly carried out, and: in 1786 Gavernment called for an 
explanation and enforood the abolition of shops in Punchannogram, The prohibition was 
yainded in 1790, 1m which ‘year the Colleotor gives a list of £86 chops ia Daloutta proper, 
and says thnt three yours proviously 5U0 shops were found to oxist in Ouloutta and 
Panohannopram. 

Tn 1790, Government first took dragtio measures to deal with the liquor traffic. Atten+ 
tion was drawo to the large number of shops and the low prioo of spirit, and the right of 
callecting duties on spirits and drugs throughout the Province was resumed from the 
tamindats. The prevalonoe of drativeanan out tho disorderly oharaater of the shops are 
sited in justifloation of this action. A’ ‘regulation of 1791 forbade! manufacture or sale

In 183: is stated that under Mr. Blaquiere’s management the revenue of Caloutis 
had inc eased in 30 years from Rs. 99,100 to Rs, 2,42,066. About that time there wore 
88 liconced veudors of imported spirits and 53 country spirit vondars; thore were only 5 
punch houses and 8 rum shops in the neighbourhood of Kadha Bazar. Reoords of actual 
consumption are not forthcoming. but if each shop was able to sell the full amount of liquor 
which the vendor was entitled to minufactare, the consumption of country spirit alone would 
have been about 230,000 gallons By 1846 the number of country spirit shops had rissa 
to 72. Up to 1849 the iing-houses, hotels and taverns sold imported liquor freely, but 
were not required to take out retail licensee, All retail vendors of ram or draporved spirits 
had then to pay Ks.

whilst the taxation has increased from seven lakhs to nearly twenty-five lakhs. 

In 1886-87 the combined consumption was over 240,000 gallons. In 1906-07 the eom- 
bined consumption was just under 310,000 gallons. 

Iu 1883-84 the Bengal Excise Commission found that 1 in 4 of the total population of 
Caloutia might be considered as belonging to s drinking class, the number of consumers 
was acoordingly estimated at 187,000." ‘The eensns of 1901 returned the population of the 
rresent Excise jurisdiction as 1,125,400. Allowing ‘an increase of population in the past 
six yours up to 060, a similar caloulation would give 300,000 as the prosont number 
of consumers. ‘This would give an average consumption of a little over a gallon per head, 
whereas the Exciso Commission found it to be a fraction under that quantity. . 

‘The following enumeration of the drinking classes in 1901 gives a total of 209,750, 
‘Women belonging to the following castes are generally accustomed to drink :—

Apart from these considerations, there is the factor of local objections to be taken into 
account ; this constitutes one of the most uncertain elements in the selection of a site, and may 
very easily be worked up at little or no cost.

It is 
needless to add that the location of a shop at a new sito docs not necessarily creates 
drinking community, but merely attracts to it the custom of another shop not so favourably 
leet and as such it supplies a local wiut. Indeed objections taken to the pe 












shops or tho multipheation of shops in certain localities may be said to bo 
istaking of the effect for the onuse. It is the presence of a drinking populatic 
consequent demand for liquor that has led to the establishment and the congregation of shops 
in certain specified localities. ‘Thus it comes about that there are large areas within the town 
limits waere no vendor will take a shop even at a nominal figure in the hope of ultimately 
seouring oustom by creating a demand which does not already exist.

‘Tho Roport on the Administration of the Jail Department for the yoar 1907. 
Read #lso— 
‘The Reports for the years 1905 and 1906 and the Resolutions of Government recorded 
thereon. 


‘The report under review has been submitted by Lieutenant-Colonel W. J. 
Buchanan, 1.4.8., who was in charge of the D»partment throughout the year. 

2. ‘Ihe total population of the jails of Bengal at the beginning of the 
year was 15,605 against 14,872 in the preceding year. - Of these 14,109 were 
convicted prisoners, ‘The total number of prisoners at the clase of the year 
was 15,264 and the daily average population was 13,274 as against” 15,774 
in 1906. 

3. ‘fhe death rate calculated on tLe daily average number of nil classes 
of prisoners was 17°5 por mille against 23°7 in the preceding yoar. ‘This is by 
far the lowest death-rate on record, tho previous best being 19°5 in 1904, 
While congratulating the Department on this figure, of which the officers may 
well be proud, the Lieut:nant-Governor desires to record his sense of the 
earnest and unremitting attention given by Colonel Buchanan to this matter, 
and of the loyal support he has received from the officers of the Department. 
‘The figures of the wortality in the Bengal jails showing a continuous improve- 
wont from 6, per mille in the five yeare 1875-1879 te 26 per mille in the 
five yoors 1900-1904, 24 per mille in 1/05, 23 per mille in 1906 and 
175 per mille in 1907, afford, as tho Inspector-General remarks, eloquent 
telimony as to what can be done by persistent and commonsense attens 
tiou to sanitation. The object-lesson of what sanitation cun do even 
in o tropical mularial province is exceedingly valuable. ‘The mortality in the 5 
jails, viz., Midnapore, Darjeeling, Naya Dumka, Purulia and Chaibassa, which 
4 1906 showed a death-rate of more than 40 per mille, was in every case below 
that figure in 1907. In Midnapore the death-rate fell from 55°2 in 1906 to 
‘7-9 in the past year. A ly: satisfactory feature in connection with this 
jail is the remarkable decline in the mortality from dysentery from 25-8 
per mille in 1906 to 3:8 in 1907. There seems no reason to doubt that 
this decline is due to the investigations by» Capiain W. E. H. Forster 
into the causation of the disease and to the method of vaccino iy 
introduced by him in the Midnapore jail. ‘his officer has not yot sub- - 
mitted his tinal report on the subject, but a brief summary of the iaterim 
conclusions arrived at by him are given in Renee 62 of the report under 
weviow. In the meanwiile the Lieutenant-Governor is glad of this opportunit;

Some measure of relief 
was obtained by the constant transfer of prisoners to less crowded jails, 9,4 
steps have been taken wherever necessary to provide increased accommodation, 
‘The difficulties due to want of accommodation in subsidiary jails are still Serious, 
but they have to a great oxtent been overcome by the removal of convicted 
prisoners to district jails daily or twice or thrice a week as circumstances 
permit, instead of only once a week as formerly. This system has worked 
well, though it throws additional work on the Police Department in Providing 
escorts.

. 7. The total earnings from manufacturesin all jails amounted to Rs. 5,37, 106-1 
against Rs. 6,32,678-10 in 1906. ‘The total cash earnings amounted to 
Ks, 8,50,581 as compared with Rs, 3,14,325 in the preceding year, The 

* average earnings per head were Rs. 40-7 against Rs, 46-12 in 1906, It is 
reported that in the Alipore Central Jail, the divergence in the figures relating 
to net earnings for the years 1906 and 1907 was due to the fact that in the 
accounts for the year 1916 the value of goods in process of manufacture was 
erroneously taken into account as goods in stock 

8. The total number of offences committed by convists was 25,707 against 
25,268 in 1996, while the punishments inflicted by Superintendents numbered 
25,869, as compared with 25,384 in the preceding year. Three thousand asd 
fifty-four major punishments wero imposed. Corporal punishments have further 
decreased during the year under review, being only 88'as against 113 in 
1906,.145 in 1905 and 182 in 1/04, Tho ratio of floggings to the total number 
of punishments was 0°52 asiagainst 0-4t in 1906, Tho jail showing by fur 
the highest ratio of punishments is the European jail at the Presidency, where 
a very difficult and troublesome class of prisoners is received. Poarteen 
gonyicts escaped during the year, 5 from inside and 6 from outside the jails 
Of these 11 were recaptured, criminally ‘ted and convicted. 

9. The figures for the year under review show that out of a total of 
26,682 offences (excluding subsidiary jails), 10,186 or 30°47 per cont. were 
committed by A. class prisoners, and 15,546 or 60°53 per cont. by the Bor 
habitual class. A scheme is now under consideration for the separation of 
selected habitual'and dangerous criminals in one of the central jails where 
they will be under specially rigid discipline. Thisis an important matter,
